—Icſt, for the Expoſition of the word Element , you 
ſhall undcrſtand, thar it is the primary or firſt be- 
ginning of all things , being.cf itſelf pure,. uncorrupt, » 
and ſimple 3.all chings being .firſt made thereof, and all 
things at the laſt being rdolved igto-the ſame Iu: ; 
It iwalſo in its own 'narure ſo bright, Hear, and with- 
out-contraRion of 1mpurity , thar it is not able to be 
eſcerned by any ſenfivle eye whatfoever. Lailly, it is 
the lcaft part or Ateme of that thing which wade-or 
preccedeth from it, 7 | 
Now of theſe Elements which arc the. uſual firſt 
movers, or beginners of all moving things , there are 
only four innumber-, tharis tofay, Fire, Ayr, Water, 
and 'Earth ; meaning not that Fire, Ayr, Water, and 
Farth, which is viſible here with us beneath, and 
which, thronigh the grofſencſs thereof , is borh = 
pab

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pable and to be diſcerned 53 bur thoſe which- are- 


mounted - aloft, and through their purity inviſible 
and concealed-from.us , ( for the other are compoun- 
ded bodics,, and not ſimple. ) And of theſe parte 
and diſtin Elements you ſhall know, that the Fire 
is the higheſt ,, as being fixed or joyncd next unto 
the Moon, being hot and. dry. , yer naturally ex- 
weoghey or being meſt predominant, or ruling 'in 
cat.

The Water is Joyned unto the Ayre; the diſpoſition 
thereof being heavy and. moiſt ; bur his predominane

Laftiy , the Earth, adjoyncd to the water, isthe low- 
eſt; and it is moſt heavy and cold; bur the predomi- 
nant or chief quality thereof is only drineſs. 

Now for the vertues, properties, and operations 
of theſe four Elements, you ſhall underſtand, that 
firſt the Fire, by means of his heat, moveth marrcr 
tO generation , and ſtirreth up warmth in all living 
things 3 it is that which the Philoſophers call Hetero- 
genea , Which is in the mixt bodies to ſeparate things 
of divers, kinds one from another, and altfo-ro joyn 


things of like kinds together , which they likewiſe 


call Homogenea, For by vertue of the Fire , the bones 
of Horſes are ſeparated from the fleſh , the fi:(h 
trom the ſinews, the finews from the veins, the 
veins from the arteries , ' the heart from the liver, 
the liver from the ſpleen, and fo forth, in ſuch ſort 
as we fee the divers FRgee the fucl we burn , by

che vertue of the fire and heat to-be ſeparated ,, and 
divided one from another ,. as the' vapotir from the 
{moke, rhe ſmoke from the flame , and the flame 
from the aſhes.. And as in theſe things, ſo in many 
other. things, as in the trial of Metals, and ſuch 
like ,. where the fire by vertue of his heat ſeparateth 
body from body , that is,. metal from metal, and- 
corruption from incorruption ,. gathering and knit- 
ting together: every. thing of one and the ſelf ſame 
kind: Befides the vertue of the Fire, is to ripen, or- 
der,. and digcſt things raw and undigeſted ,.. mingling- 
the dry with the moiſt';, and opening the pores, 
that the Air being ſomewhat 'more ſolid and groſs, 
may enter into the body : And laſtly, it breaketh 
and - moderaterh the coldneſs of the Water and the 
Earth, fo that it may not diſtemper- or- confound the 
body.. 
Touching: the. vertue and operation of the Air, you 
ſhall underſtand, thar by the moiſtnel(s thereof, ir 
maketh the matter apt to receive ſhape, "either natu- 
ral,. or- accidental, and by the help and affiſtance of 
the Fire , bringeth the powers and influences of the 
Heavens and Stars into the inferiour bodics , ma- 
king ' the mixt bodies not only ſubtil and peactra- 
ble, bur alſo light and mounting , to the end they 
may. neither be roo groſs, nor too heavy. Second- 
ly, the Air through his moiſtneſs cooleth the bur- 
ning heat of the Heart, Liver, and Intratils, as we daily 
fee bythe office of the Lights and Lungs, which like a 
ir of* bellows draweth unceſſantly freſh air un-: 
tothe Heart and inward members. And albeit, the 
Aire. doth, not ſecma to the ſenſe of the ourward-

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eyes z to be any thing ncer ſo moiſt as the Water, 


yer according to the opinions , both of our Books 
and beſt Phylicians, ir is by much the moiſter, which is 
well proved,” ( ſay they ) by the abundant flux it con- 
taineth , which flux ſpreadeth ir ſelf fo farre abroad 
inthe Body , that it filleth every empry part and cor- 
ncr thereof , with the ſpecial Prepertics and Chara» 
Qers of moiſtneſs, and by *that Reaſon, is much har- 
der to be kept within his own bounds , chan the wa- 
ter is, , as the Water was altered by God from 
his firſt narural place , ''for the better: profit both of 
Man and Beaſt ; even ſo the Air, according to 
School-mens opinions, was not left altogether in

Of Temperaments, end their ſeveral kinds, and how 
far every wayihey extend in Horſes,

Hete Temperaments, or Temperatures , Which are 

the ſecond. thing in a Horſes compoſition , do 
fring from the Commixrure of the four Elements, 
and arc nine in number , whereof ' eight are unequal, 
and the ninth is equal, Of the _ unequal, - four 
are ſimple , and thoſe be hor, cold, :moiſt, - and dry, 
which- Phyſicians call the firſt Qualities z and of 
theſe, the firſt wo be Adcive , and the other rwo Paſ- 
ſive-; the other four are compound ,. and they be hor 
and moiſt,. hot and dry, cold and moiſt, cold anddry, 
Now the equal Temperament. is divided into' two, 
an Univerſal and a Special, The equal Temperament 
Kniverſal, is, when the four Elements are in an c- 
qual proportion , generally , divided through- the 
whole Body , Nature 'injoying no more from the 
one, than from me other. The equal' Temperament 
Eſpecial , is, when the Elements are proportioned ac- 
cording as evcry kind . doth moſt: properly | require, 
be ir cither Plane or Beaſt 3, In Plants), 'when every: 
Plant hath. chat, commixture. of 'Ekments ,'which' are 
oper tO its kind , the hot Plant being'hor, the cold 
bei cold, &c. Whereas contrariwiſe,. to have a 
hot Plant cold, or a cold hot , to have Rue cold, 
or Serrel hot , were a fallc and onequal commix. 
ture of Elements. . So likewife of Beaſts , . Horle, 
thar Dogg, that Swine is ſaid to have his due Tem. 
peramefit , when he'is of ſuch temperature as is 


moſt 


— 
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moſt proper unto his kind, which. only is beſt dif- 
cerned 'by his ARions, or Motions, As thus, the 
Horſe is known to be hot and moift by his Light- 
ncfs, Swiftneſs, Valiantneſs, and leng Life, and alſo 
to be of a temperate nature , in that he is caſily Ta» 
med, Dodlible , Obedient and Familiar with the Man, 
And ſo long as either Horſe , or any othcr thing, 
continuerh 1n the Mediocrity and Exccllency of his 
roper Temperament , ſo long as we may truly judge 
him of a good temper and diſpoſition 3 bur if there be 
any over-ftlow. of qualities , or exccls in. his Hu-» 
mours, as either heat, coldncſs,  moiſtneſs, or dri- 
neſs, then we ſay, he is either a hot Cholerick Horſe, 'a 
cold. Dull Horſe, . a-dry Miſchievous Horſe, or a moift 
Cowardly Horſe , according to the over-flow of that 
quality which rcigneth in him. 

Again , every Horſe is ſaid to have his due Tem- 
peramert, according to his Age, and the Country 
wherein he is bred 3 and ſometimes. according to. the 
tinje of the -year wherein he Liveth. And thus a 
Horſe in his foal-age , which is, ill he be. ſix years 
old, is narurally hot and',maift. In his middle. age, 
- which is ml] twelve , more hot and dry than moik ; 
and in his old: age, . which .is paſt cighteen, ' more 
cold 'and dry, than-cither, hor or moiſt, So likewiſe, 
the Horſes which are bred in Southern parts , as ci- 
ther ia Spatz, Barbary, or Greece , are naturally more 
hot than thoſe which, are bred eicher in the ſcven- 
teen Lands, Germany, or ry wh neither ,is there a- 
ny Horſe, which is in good ſtate of body , that is fo 
hot in the Spring-time of the-year , as in_the Sum- 
mer , nor ſo cold in the, Summer, as.in Winter, Fn

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which obfcrvations are with moſt curious diligence 
to be obſerved of every Horle-leach , when he goerh 
about to cure any ſickneſs : for unk(s he conſider 
chcir natures and remperagures, and every. other cit» 
cumftance already declared , he ſhall right; ſoon be de» 
ceived in the adminiſtration of- his Phyſick.

are rly appertaining to the Complexions © 
Horlcs Ty Bc gen ſhall have cauſe to peak, more 
largely hereafter , I will not tand upon any greater 
relations; only I give you thus much in Concluſion :

mours hath his -proper uſe and end, whereunto it ſer- 
veth., as thus. Blaod ſerveth more properly to nou- 
riſh the body. Flegm giveth motion ro the joynts. 
Melazxcholy begetteth an Appetite or Longing to his 
meat, Now during the tume that theſe Humours do 
poſleſs their natural «mg , lo leng they are 
wholſome , and be called by their ſimple names, 
without Gloſle or Addition. but if by any miſchance 
they be diſordered or corrupted , then. they are un- 
whollome , and are no longer called by their ſim- 
ple names, bur have other Doatiortan annexed unto 


them, as Melaxcholy bload, Salt flegm, Choler aduft or 
burnt Choler, and fretting Melancholy, whereof procee- 
deth many peſtilent and dangerous diſeaſes, as ſhall be

Now for: Members Inftrumental , they be thoſe 
which being made of parts ſemblable', and divided 
into parts , yet the parts are not alike, neither have all 
one name with the whole 3 as the head, legg, foor, 
and ſuch like : - for every part of the head is not cal- 
led the head, nor every part of the legs, the legy.'- 
but have other appellations, as the brow, the tem- 
ples, 'the -knee, the feet-lock, &c. Now theſe In- 
ſtrumental members, in doing of their offices and 
duties, are of much more perfeRion than the Sem+ 
blable members : wherefore School-men have made

chanels over the whole body, that ayr and ſpiritual - 
blooa which makes ir fult of, lighmefs and -alacrity. 
The power  Nateyal is a'vertue: belonging co the Liver, - 
which gives nouriſhment unto all rhe body, and to 
every part thereof,.. by means of the Veins ,- which 
do likewiſe proceed from the Liver , like greater con-: 
duits, __ blood from:the Liver ,:: which-is © 
the fountain ot -blood',: mto; evcryparrof thebody. 
Betides, the pbwer -Natural--containeth four other. 
verrues, that is, the vertue Atra8ive, which drawerh 
tood, meat to ſoſtain the body; 'the vertue Retentrue, 
by* which 1t 'retaineth and keopcrh 'rhe food -rocei- 
ved 3. the' vertue Digeftive,' whereby it concoRerh

for-if any of rhem fail, the Horle cannot live.  There- 
fore , whenſogver you {ce that gither your Horſe refu- 
ſerh his food,, or that he cannot retain and keep his 
food, bur caſtcth it up again 3 or that he doth not digeſt 
his t00d, bur keeps ir corruptly in his ſtomack; or that 
he cannot avoid his excrements in a;natural manner, 
but holds it burning in his body , take them for moſk 
certain ſigns of mortal ſickneſs : And thus guuch of 
Powers.or Vertues.

The Adtion or Operation of the 'Pawer Vital, is to 
reſtrain ana looſen the Hearr, and the Arieries which 
proceed from the Heart ; which Aﬀion, whether it be 
hurt or diſturbed in a Horſes Body, is cafily known of 
every good Farrzer , or Horſe-Marſhal , by the unequal 
beating of his pulſe 3 xhat 1s to ſay, of: the Arteries, 
which come down from the Heart to the inſides 
of both his fore. Leggs, - a little below, the Knuckles of 
his Shoulders , and, hkewile, croſs .-both the 'ſemples 
of his Head, .a little higher than his Eyes. And if -any 
man be ſo ſimple, to imagine that the thickneſs of the 
Harſcs $skin.ſhall be an impediment to the feeling of 
this Motion. Jet him. Remember, that as a, Horſes skin 
15 thicker fp a.Mang., ſo allo are, his! Arteries greater, 
and beat with more violenees and ſo: conſequently be 
felt withour any great difficulty. 

The Adions or Operations of the Power Natural, are 
to Ingender, to Encreaſe, to Nouriſh, to defire with Appe- 
tite, to Attya8, to Ghange, to Drgeſt, to Retain, and to Ex- 
pell, and many other of like.

they remain, 


"Pirits,- which is the ſeventh natnral Builder of this 
natural Work ,: are to be underſtood, to. be that 
fine, pure,. clear, and gery ſubſtance , which is ingen- 
dred of the fineft part of the Blood ; whereby the ver- 
we of every principal Member may viſit all the 0- 
; ther - 
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ther parts of the Body , making thcm to do their du- 
ties, according to the rules of Nature, Now of ſpirits, 
according to rhe Opinions of ſome Phyſicians , there 
are but two kinds , that 1s, the Spirit Animal, and the 
Spirit Vital : The Spirt: eAzimal is that which giveth 
power of fecling and 'moving to a Horſe, and hath his. 
reſting place in the” Brain , from whence through the 
Sinews, it is diſperſcd into all other parts of rhe Eody : 
and it isingendred of the Viral Spirir, being more ve- 
hemently wrought and labourcd, and partly of conti- 
nual breathing : Even ſo ir is partly preſerved by the 
Caule of the Erain, which doth hourly: water and 
nouriſh it. 

The Spirit Vital is contained: inthe Heart , from 
whence ir floweth into every parrof the Body -, being 
the chicf cauſe of all natural hears and ir is oouſetved 


and nouriſhed both by breathing and blocd. 


' To theſe two Sprrirs, there be ſome Farriers, both 
Italians and French ,, which add '# third Spitir, and call 
it the Spirit Nat#rel, ſaying, ir hach his reſidence in the

Now for this Moving and Reſt, that is, cicher his Tra 
vel or Standing ſtill, which is the third ching not na- 
cural in a Horles compoſition, doubtleſs they be grear 
preſerivers of a Horſes health 3 for as modctate Excrciſcs 
diſſolve groſs Humours , ingender Appetite , and 
add firength unto the Limbs, ſo likewiſe indiffe- 
rent Reſt cauſeth Digeſtion, - comforteth the Sinews, 
and nakcth- the, Heart cheertull againſt enſning] Labor. 
But on the contrary part , immoderate Travel or Ex- 
crciſes, when a Horſe is Ridden beyond his ſtrength, 
breedeth many dangerous: and mortal fickneſles, as 
the Foundring in the Body ,  the' Conſumption in the 
Lufigs and Liver, molten Greaſe, and ſuch like , beſides 
the piſſing of Blood, Mangireſs, Farly, and ſuch 1.ke : 
All which inward Diſcaſes crave ſtrong Purges , and 
the outward . Sharp and Corroding Medicines, Immos= 
dcrate Reſt , which is, wicn a Horle doth ſtand long 
ſtill without any Exerciſe , Fecding foul and grofly, 
is as great an enemy to a Horſes hcalth a+ the orher :

But to our 
rpole , of this Fulneſs there are rwo ſorts, the one

exceſs, of, Meat 3 either of which perturbing the Spt- 
rits, arc the grauuds of ſickneſs. Again, 'cxcels' of 
Humours are of two kinds, the one an cqual encreafe 
of all magner of Humours gathered » and the 
other particular exceſs, cither of roo much Mela 
cboly Flegm , or other Warriſh Humours whatſoever, 
the firſt being termed an abundance of Humours, 
the latter an exceſs of evil Juyce or Nutriment. Laſt- 
ly, there is fulneſs in quantiry, and fulnefs in qua- 
lity. Fulac(s in quantity, is, when a Horſe is full of 
Blood , or any other fimple Humour. Fulnefs in qua- 
liry, is, when any of choſe Humours are too hor,, ar roo ,

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cold, too groſs, or toothing. Now for Emptineſs, 
as all Diſcales of Fulneſs muſt be cured by it only, 


fo all Diſeaſes of Emprtincſs muſt be healed by Ful- - 3 


neſs , as by taking of Blood, by Purge, Frifion, Scarifica- 
ior, Boxing, Sweating, Bathing , and a World of ſuch 
ke, as ſhall be very largely ſer forth hereafter, in it's 
proper place. : 

Laſtly, touching the AﬀeRions of a Horſes mind, 
you ſhall underſtand , that ſo far forth as the Senſitive 
Soul doth firetch, fo far they have fenſe and feeling of 
AﬀeRions, as namely , to Love, to Harte, to be Angry, 
to Rejoyce, to be Sorry, and to Fear : For all which 
there necds no grcat Apology, fith, we have it in daily 
Experience : as who ſecth nor the love of ſome Horſes 
to their Keepers , their hate ro Strangers, their angers 
in their Sights , thcir joyes in their Prides and: Woe- 
ing*,. their ſorrows.in their Sicknefſes,, and their fears' 
umo their, Riders : now thife AﬀeRtions, 'fith many 
rites they are the grounds of ſtrange Motions in the 
Body'z therefore , they ought carcfully to be looked 
unto: by the Farrier., and that the Horſe be not over- 
preſſed with any of them z; eſpecially fear and hatred, 
the. fart whercof compellech the Blood: and: Spirits ro

out ſcnſe or feeling 3 and rhe latter makes him to be 
unquict, fierce, and raging ; both together breed di- 
ſtemperature in a Horſe , and: thoſe diſtemperatures

Aving ſpoken of thoſe thirteen Natural an 
not”Natural ns » Whercot a Horſes Body 1s 
compounded , we will now ina ſomewhat more par- 
ticular manner ſpeak of the Complexions of - Horſes, 
which is one of the moſt necefiary Faces that a Far- 
rier can behold , both for the judging of a Horſes In- 


firmities, and alſo for the true compounding of his ' 


Medicines for every Difcaſe : Therefore you ſhall firſt 
underſtand; that by the Colour of the Horſe, you ſhall 
ever judge his Complexion : For, look which cf the 
Elements is moſt predominant in him, from that Ele- 
ment. we draw his Complexion , as thus. If he par- 
ticipate more of the Fire than of any of the "other Ele- 
ments, then we hold him to be a-Cholerick'Horfe, and 
his Colour is either a: bright Sorrel, a coal Black with-

with good ſtore of Sugar-candy, to drink in the 
Morning faſting , and then - exerciſe him moderately 
thererpon , , without putting him into any ſweat, 
and ir hath never failed ro work the «fects I wifhd 
in ainply fort, without hindring me at any time 

my Travail or Journcy , but if you cannot convent 
ently come by this Medicine, and you myſtnot with 
ſtanding Travail your Horſe, then take a ſpoon- 
full of Tarr, and fulding it in a fine Cloath, fix or 


ye it faſt tothe Mouth ef your Bir, or Snaffell , and 
fo Travail your Horſc therewith , and it will rake der

CHAP. XL, 


How certainly to take away any Cold, Pozz, or Ratling 
in the Head, how Violent ſoever, without gtving 
ary iaward Medicine, 


Tf your Horſe have taken any extreme Cold, or Poze 
in his Head, and being matcht either to Hunt, or to 
run for any great Wagcr, the day is ſo ncar that 
you dare not give him any inward Drench, ' without 
which ,, none of our Farricrs know how to Cure any 
Cold; you (ball then, or at any other rime, ( for there 
is no Medicine in the World more Soveraign ) take 
as niuch ſweer Buttcr as a big. Wall-nut , and with 
the powder of Brimſtone finely beaten and ſearſt, 
work them cither with your Knife, or a Splat- 
ter together, till the Butter be brought to a high 
Gold-Colour 3 then rake two clean Goole-teathers , 
the longeſt inall the Wing , and firſt atthe quils ends, 
with a Needle, faſten two long Threds : Then with 
your Salve annoint all the Feathers clean over ; 
which done, in the dry powder of Brimſtone role 
them over and ovcr 3 then putting the Fearhers cnds 
foremoſt , open the Horſes Noſtrils, and thruſt them 
up into his Head : then take the threds which are at 
thequils-ends, and faſten them on the top of rhe Hor- 
ſes Head : which done, Ride him abroad for an hour 
or two, ayring him in this manner Morning and Eve- 
ning, and when you bring him into the Stable, after 
he hath ſtood ticd up a pretry Seaſon , .untie the 

G Threds, 
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Threds, and draw out the Feathers , and wiping them 
very dry , lay thcm up till you have next Occaſion ro 
uſe them. This Cure of all othcrs is moſt certain, and 
taketh away any ſtopping in the Head how cxtrcme 
locyer,

tt _— (if youcan ger it ) an Ounce of the fine and 

pure paſte of Elicampane, which hath the firings

CHAP. XLIT. 
Of a Horſe that is Hide-bound. 


His Diſeaſe which we call Hide-bound, is, when 
2 Horſes skin cleaveth ſo hard to his Ribbs and 


Back, that you cannot with your Hand pull up or 


looſen the one from the other. Ir procceceth ſome- 
times from poverty and ill keeping , fometimes from 
furfeir of over-Riding ; eſpecially if when he is ex- 
ereme hot, he be ſuffered ro ſtand long im the Rain 
or wet- Weather: and laſtly , it proceedeth from a cor- 


rupt drineſs of the Blood , which wanting his = 
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ral courſe , forceth his kin to ſhrink up, and cleave 
torhe Bones, The ſigns, belides the cleaving of his 
Skin, is, leanneſs of Body , gaunzncfs of Belly » and 
the ſtanding up of the Ridge-bone of his Back: it 
drieth up the Entrails , trorments rhe Body, and makes 
his Dung itink cxcraordinarily : and 1f he be not reme- 
dicd, Mangineſs will preſently follow after ir, The 
Cure of ir is divers , according to the opinion of di- 
vers Work-men : the moft anticnt Farricrs did uſc ro 
ler him Blood on the Spur-vcins.,,. of. both fides his 
Belly , fomewhar toward his flank, which done, tlicy 
gave him this Dri#k : Take of whice- Wine, or iiron 
Ale a quart, and add thereunto three Ounccs of Sal- 
ler Oyl, of Camiz one Ounce, of Anriſceds two Oun» 
ces, of £:coyas rewo Onnces , beaten all into fine pow+ 
&r, and'give it him luke-warm with a: Horn z when 
he hath Drunk, let one chafe his Back, from the 
Huckle bone upward, for the ſpace of an hour or 
more : then fer him in a warm Stable, with good 
ſtore of Littcrz then fold about his Body a thick 
Blanker, foaked in Watcr, and wrung , then over ir 
2 dry Blanker, then gird them borh faſt, and ſtop 
the ſurſingle about with grear Wilps, .for the wet 
Blanket will put him into a great Heat , and for want 
of a wer Blanket , if you fold his Body in wet Hay, »t 
will do the like , and looſen his skin z this. you thall 
do the ſpace of a Weck , during which time he ſhall 
drink no Cold water. | 

There be orher Farricrs., which before chey lay 
on the wer Blanket , will annoint all the Horſes Body 
over with Wine and Sallet Oyl, and ſurcly iris good 
alſo, There be others GI this Dilcaſe, uſero - 
| 2 t 
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the Horſe blood in the Neck, then bathe - his ſides 
with warm Water, wherein hath been ſodden Bay 
Leaves: then annoint him all over with the Oyl of Rue 
or Camomile , holding a hot Ircn over him to make 
the Oyl fink into his. skin, then give him this 
Drink : Take of Carrets, Rue, Wild Mint , of. each 
an Ounceand a half, of Worm-wood two Ounces ; 
dry them , and beat them to powder , then. give rwo 
ſpoonfulls thereof in a. pint- of Malmſey. There be 0- 
ther Farriers:, which take Fenugreek,, Turmerick, Au 
niſeeds, Bayes, Licoras, and Cumin, of each alike 
quantity , dry them, and bcat them to powder, and 
give the Horfe two ſpoonfull thereof with a quart 
of Ale or Beer luke-warm : Uſe this art leaſt three 
Mornings togethcr ,: and. it will not only help the 
Diſeaſe, bur if it be formerly uſed, it will prevent the 
comming thereof : This Drink is alſo good for a Cold, 
Now although every one of theſe Medicines are = 
oo! » yet for mine own part, I have found this whic 
ollowethro excecd them all. 
xF- Firſt, let him Blood: inthe Neck-wery, then give him 
this Drixk., Take two handfulls of Selladrne, it it bein 
the Summer, the Leaves and Stalks will ſerve, but if it 
bein Winter, take Leaves, Stalk*, Roots, and all, chop 
them ſmall; then take a handfull of Worm-wood, and 
a handfull of Rue, chop them likewiſe, pur all rheſe 
into three quarrs of ſirong Ale or Beer , and boyl 
them rill ic come to a quart; then rake it from the 
fire, and. flrain it till you have left no moiſture in 
the Herbs 3 then. diffolve ir in three Ounces of the 
beſt Treakle ,, and give it the Horle luke-warm to 
Drink : then fora: Week together , once a day,. rub 
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all the Horſes Boy over w:ch Oyl and Beer, -or Butter 
and Beer, againſt che Hair ., and feed hinz with warm 
Maſhes of Malt and Water , and for his Provender , 
let him have Barley ſodden till it be ready to break, 
provide that you keep it not untill it ſowre, 


CHAP. XLIII, 


Of the Glanters, 4 

Ouching this Diſcaſe which we call the Glaz- 
T ders, My Maſters, the old Farriers and 1, are ar 
much difference : for ſome of them do hold Opinion, 
that it is an inflammation of the Kirnels, which lic on 
cach ſide of the Throat , underneath the Roets of the 
Tongue , ncer the ſwallowing place z and their Rea- 
ſon 1s, that becauſe thoſe Kirnels are called of the 
Italians, Glandule , that thence we borrow this Word 
Glanders z adding morcover , that a Horſe which is 
troubled with this Diſcaſe , hath great Kirncls under- 
ncath his Jaws, caſe to be felr, paining him fo, that 
he cannot Eat, or ſwallow any thing. Others ay, 
it is a ſwelling upon the -Jaw Bones, great and hard, 
which being 1nflamed., doth putrifie and rot, Bur 
both thuſe Opinions I hald -in part Erroncous : for 
alchough our old Farricrs mine ( according to the 
cuſtom of our Nation , which :loverh imitation of 


Strangers ) borrow this VVord Glanders from the Itz- 


lan Glandule 3 yer. theſe inflammations - under tht 
Chaps of .che Tongne Roots, is that Diſcale which 
we call the. Strangle, and not the Glanvers 3 and 
whercas they. would call the: Strangle , the Quiware, 
(3 3 Or 
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or $quinancy , there -i5 no [uch matter , neither harha 
Hotle any ſuch Diſcaſe , except they will call the 
Prues by that name , which is far more firter for the 
application. 

Now for the Glandcrs, you ſhall underſtand , that 
it i5 a Running Impoltume , ingcndred either by Cold, 
or by Famine , or by long Thirſt, or by Eating corrupt 
and muſty Meat , or by being Kept in Uuſavory Pla- 
ccs, Or i5 taken by ſtanding with infeed Horſes. It 
is a gathcring together of moiſt and corrupt. Hu- 
mours , which runneth at the Noſe; or may be ſaid 
to be a flux of Rhume , which ifluerh ſomerimes at 
one , ſometimes at both the Noſtrils : the cauſe be- 
ing, the Wildneſs of rhe paſſage, fo that the Cold 
liberally entring into the Brain , bindeth and cruſh» 
cth it in ſuch manner , that it maketh the Humours 
there ro diſtillz, which deſcending to the Spiritual 
"arts, and poſiciſing them , in the end ſuffocares rhe 
Horſe, cither by their abundance, or killeth him by 
apap the principsl parts; or clfe by congealing 
therc by l:etle and little, over-rungeth the naturall heat, 
Now that Dittillation., ' that by cold commeth from 
the Brain, and breedcth this Glanders, is of three ſorts. 
The firſt is a Cold , which maketh indigeft Humours 
to pals from the Brain , which commeth by ta- 
king off- the Saddle ſuddenly when the Horſe is hot, 
or by letting him Drink before he be inwar 
cooled , or bctore his Body be dried : This Diſti[latt- 


or, commonly is flimy mater that ſmells not, and is

- White of an Egge: this defcendeth to the Throar, 


and lycth there mill it be diſcharged through the 
Noftrils, The third is by long continvance thicker, 
and thereford harder to be Cured; ifthe Colour there- 
of be yellow like a Bcan , then is the Glanders moft 
deſperate , and lyerh allo in his Throat: bur if it be a 
brown or darkifh yellow , then commonly a Feaver 
will accompany the Diſeaſe, To theſe -three Diſtilla- 
tions, there 15 commonly added a fourth, which is, 
when the matter which comes from his Noſe, is 
Dark, Thin, and Reddiſh , like little ſparks of Blood ; 
bur then it is not faid to be the Glanders, but the 
Mcurning of the Chine , which is a Diſeaſe, for 
the moſt part hcld incurable. Ir is therefore moſk 
neceſſary for every good Farrier, when he ſhall take 
this Cure in hand, to conſider well the matter which 
ifſueth from the Horſes Noſe : For if the Humour be 
clear and tranſparent, fo that ir may be ſeen through, 
then it is not greatly hurtfull, or of much mo- 
ment, If ic be White it is worſe. yet with much 
caſe Cured. If ir be Yellow , ſeparate him frem the 
ſound Horſes, for he is infeQions, yet to be Cuted : 
It that Yellow be mixed with Blood , it is with much 
difficulty helped, or if the matter be like unto Sat- 
ſron, the Horſe is hardly to be ſaved, He mutt alſo 
conſider whether the matter ſtink , or have loſt the 
ſmell 3 The firſt is the fign-of an Ulcer , the latter of 
Dcath : alſo whether he Cougheth with ſtraightneſs 
in his Cheſt or no for that alſo is a fign of an in- 
ward Ulcer, and that the Diſcafe is paſt Cure. Now for

that. make upa compleat Glanders , you ſhall under. 
ſtand, that wh<n the Glazders is of the. firſt ſort, it is | 
eaſily helped by modcrate Excrciſe , and warm” Keep. | 
ing: bur if ir be of the. ſecond ſort , you ſhalt give 
him warm Maſhes of Malt and Water, and perfume 
tis Hcad well, and purge it by Sneezing 3 and into his 
Maſhes you . ſhall put Fennel. ſecd_ bruiſed, Others 
will cake a pint of whitc-Wiine, and a handfull of Soo, 
a quart of Milk, and two Heads of Garlick bruiſed ; 
brew: them togcrher , and give ir the Horſe to Drink. 
Others will rake. a. portle of Urine, a handfu!l of Bay 
Salt,. and a good quantity. of Brown Sugar-candy, 
boyl it ro a-quattz then add. Licoras and Annifceds 
beaten ro fine powder, and give it luke-warm to 
Drink. Othcrs will rake Lard, or Swines Greaſc and 
boyl it in Watcr : then take the Far from the. Water, 
and mingle it with a little Oyl-Olive , and a'good 
quantity of-Urine, and half as much white- Wine, give 
a. quart of this luke-warm to Drink. Others uſe to 
give of Ale a quart, of greated Bread one Ounce and an 
half , the yolks of two Eggs, of Ginger, Saffron, 
Cloves, Cinamon, Nutmegs, Cardimomum, Spike- 
nardor Lavender, Galingal, and Honcy, of eacha pret- 
ty quantity , mix thefe togerher, and give ir to Drink. 
Now. if the Diſtillation be of the third ſort ,, which is 
the worſt of the three , you (hall take half a: pound 
of Swines Blood, and melr it at the fire , addtoit a 
pound of the juice of.

Vincgar 
three. drams of Muſtaed-ſecd,. and. as much £Eu- 
forbium; then to give him one dram at his No- 
ſtril every day before he Drink. Others uſe to rake 
of Mirrb, Irts,"lllirica, (ceds of Smallage , Ariſtolo- 
ch1a, of cach three Ounces, Sal-mter, _— of. 
each five Ounces, Bayes two Ounces , Saffron one 
Ounce z make this into powder , and when you give 
it, give part in pils, made with Paſt: and Wine , and 
part by the Noſtrils with ſtrong Ale : do this for 
the ſpace of three daics at the leaſt. Others uſe ro 
take of Malmſey a pint , of ftrong. Ale a pint, of A- 
quavitx four ſpoonfulls , and brew them together,

with a quill blow Exforb:um up into his Noſtrils, and 
within three daics aftcr , take of Muſtard four ſpoon- 
fuil, Vinegar a pint, Butter three Ounces , boyl 
them together , then add thereunto half an Ounce of 
Pepper , and give it the HorfE luke-warm to Drink 
ule this Medicine a fort-night, "Others uſe to take a 
nandfull 'of pilld Garlick, and boyl it in a quart of 
Milk till a pint be Conſumed , then 'add thereto 
rwo Ounces of ſweet Butter, and a pint of firong 
Ale ; ftir them well together, and give it the Hcaſc 
faſtingto Drink luke-warm z which done, Ride him

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effeQua]z yer for mine own part, that which 1 have 
toundeeverthe beſt in my prattice, if, ifrhe Diſeaſe te 
of the firlt'or ſccond fort, to give the Horfe to Drink 
falling every Morning for a fort-night rogerher , ' a 
pint of ſtrong Alc, and five fpoontull of the Oyl of 
Oats, rhe makirig of which Oyl ,, you ſhall read ina 
particular Chaprcr following ; bur if the Diſcafe be of 
the third fort, which is molt deſperate , yon ſhall then 
take of Tanners Quſc a pint, and of new Milk a pint, 
aud: of 'Oyl Olive hait a pint, and che quantity of a 
Head of Garlick bruiſed, anda liede Turmerick ,, mix 
theſe well rogerher ,, and give it the Horfe ro Drink : 
Do this thrice in one forr-night , and ir will help, if 
any help be ro-be had. 


CHAP. XLIV. 
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Two meſt certain and lately found out Medicines, which 
will withoat all fail Care any Glantlers, though 
oyr Farriers bold tmpoſſible. 


F your Horſes Cold be come to the worſt Glanders, <2 
| which is a continual Running at the Noſe, and hath 
run by the fpace of divers Moneths, ſo that your 
Farrters can doyou no good 3 you ſhall thcn take bet- 
ter then two handfull of the white Cankerous moſs 
which grows upon an old Oken pale , and boyl it in 
two quarts of Milk, till one quart be almoſt conſu- 
med; then ſtrain it, and ſqueeze the moſs well, which 
done, give it thegHorſe loke-warm to Drink : th«n 

take the Geol-feathers, Brimſtone, and Butter, in ſuch

Now the ſecond certain and well-approved Medi- 
Cine is, to take Elicampane Roots , and boyl them in 
Milk till they be ſfofr, that you may bruiſe them to 
Pap : Then with a Horn give them to the Horſe, roge- 
ther with the Milk Iuke-warm, being no more then 
will make the Roots Liquid : then having annointed 
your Gooſe-feathers, putthem up into his Noſtrils, and 
Ride him forth, as is before ſhewed, 


CHAP. XLV. 
Of the Mournizg of the Chine., 


His Diſcale which we call 'the Mourning of the 

Chize, or as ſome Farricrs term it , the moif 
Malady , is that fourth ſort of corrupt Diſtillation 
from the Brain, of which we tave ſpoken in the 
Chapter before, ſhewing from whence it pro- 
cecds , and the figns thereof :- ro wit , that the Cor- 
rupt mattcr which iſſueth from his Noſtrils will be 
Datk, 
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Dark, Thin, -and Redditſh , with little ſtreaks of 
Blood in it. Ir is ſuppoſed by ſome Farriers, that 
this Diſcaſe is afoul Conſumprion of the Liver, and 
I do nor. dcrogate from that Opinion : For I have 
found the Livcr wafted in thoſe Horſes which I have 
opcned upon this Diſcaſe :. And this Conſumprion: 
proceeds from a Cold , which after grows to a Poze, 
then to a Glanders, and laſtly to this Mourning of the 
Chine, 

The Cure whereoef,. according: to the Opinion of the 
oldeſt Farrters, is, to take clear Vater, and that Honey 
which is called Hy4romel, a quart, and put thereunto 
three Ounces of daller Oyl, and pour it into his No- 
ftrils cach Morning , the ſpace of three daies ; and if 
that help not , then give him to drink every day ,-or 
once in two daies at the leaſt, a quarr of. old Wine, 
mingled with ſome of the foveraign Medicine called 
Tetrapharmacum , which is to be had almoſt of cvery 
Apothecary, Others uſe to take Garlick, Houſlick, and 
Chervall, and ſtamping them together , rhruſt ir up 
intothe Horſes Noſtrils. 

Others uſe to ler the Horſe faſt all Night:, thentake 
2 pint and a half. of Milk, three heads of Garlick 
pild and ſtamped, boyl them to the half, and give 
it tothe Horſe , ſome ac the Mouth and ſome at the 
Noſe : then Callop him a quarter of a Mile; then reſt 
him ; then Gallop him half a Mile, then reſt him a- 
gain : thus do twice or thrice together , then ſer him 
up- warm , and. give him: no Water till, it. be High- 
noon 3: then give him a ſweet: Maſh :..Ulſe this-Cuye 
at leaſt three daies togerher. Orhers-uſc to take balt 
a. peck of: Oats , and boyl. them in mos 
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till half be conlumed , then pur them into a Bagg, 
and lay them very t.ot upon the Navel place of his 
Back, and there Ict ir he thirty hours, uling thus to 
do thrce or four times at the leaſt, Orhers uſe to 
take 1orm-woed , Peucedanum, and Centory, of cach a 
like quantity : boyl themiin Wine, then ſtrain them, 
and pour thercof many times into his Noftrils , cſpe- 
cially into that which moſt runneth, Orners ule to 
take Harc-hound, Licoras, and Annifecds , beaten to 
powder z then with ſweer Burrer to make puls thercof, 
and to give them faſting ro the Horſe. Others ule to 
take VW hcar-flowcr, Anniſceds, and Licoras ſtamped 
in a Mortcr, five or fix Cloves of Garlick bruiled; 
mix all thcfe rogethcr , and make a paſte of them 
thcn make ir into pills as big as Wall-nurs, and raking 
out the Horſes Tongue, caſt the Balls down the Horſes

His Difcaſe of Breken-winded, I have cvcr ſince 

I firſt began to know cither Horlc or Horfe-leach 
craft, very much diſpured with myſclt : and for 
many years did conſtantly told ( as I ftill do ) that 
in truth there is noſuch Diſcaſe 5 only in this I found 
by daily Expericnce , that by ovcr-halily or ſudden 
running of a fat Horſe ( or -other ) preſently after his 
Water , or by long ſtanding in the Stable with no Ex- 
erciſe and foul Food , that thereby groſ- and thick 
Humours may be drawa down into the Horſe+ Boy 
lo abundantly, that cleaving hard unto the hollow 
places of his Lungs, and ſtopping up the Wind- 
pipes, tlie Vind may be ſo kept in, that ir may only 
have his rcfort backward, and not upward, filling 
the Gurs , and taking from the Body great part of his 
ſtrength and lively-hood : which #& from the Cor- 
ruption of our old Inventions , we call Broken-win- 
ded, then I muſt nceds confeſs, that I have ſecn 
many Broken-winded Horſes, The ſigns of which 
Diſcaſe are thefe , much and Violent bcating of his 
Flanks , cſpecially drawing up of his Belly upward, 
preat opening and railing of his Noſtrilz , and a con- 
tinual ſwift goinz to and fro of his Tuel : beſides, 
t is ever accompanied with a Dry and Hollow 
Cough. The Cure, I muſt needs ſay in ſo great an 


Extremity , ( for it is the worſt of all che evils of rhe 


Lung:,

Lungs , which are before {poken of ) is moſt delpe- 
rate , but the prefervations and helps both to con- 
tinue the Horlcs Health and his daily Scrvice , are 
very many , as namely, ( according to the opinion of 
the antient Farricrs ) tO Purge your Horle by giving 
. him this Drink, ake of Matden-hatr, 1reos, 
Aſh , Licoras, Fenugreek, Baſnis , of cach half 
an Ounce, of Cardawum, Pepper , bitter Almonds , 
Borage, of cach two Ounces , of Nettle-ſeed, and of 
Ariſtolochia, of cach rwo Ounces , boyl them altoge- 
ther in a ſufficient quantity of water , and in that. De- 
cotion diſſolve haſf an Ounce of Agarick , and 
ewwo Ounces of Colloquimida , together with two 
pound of Honey ,- and give him a pint and a halt of 
this at a time, for at leaſt a Week together ; and if 
this Medicine chance at any time to. prove too thick,

ſuch like , where the Mafters roo much love and ren- 
derneſs, is the means to bring the Horſe to his Death, 


as we find daily ia our pratice : for when ſuch

naughty and corrupt is gathered , ir reſorterh 
to the inward parts, and fo ſuffocaterh his Hearr, 
The figns whercof are, . the Horſe will many times 
have a ſmall ſwelling riſe at the botrom of rhe 
Breaſt , which ſwelling will increaſe and riſe upward.

when a Horlc 1s {cr up in his Stable very hor, and meat 
inſtantly given him, ut is all-things to nothing , bur he 
will loath and refuſe it.

they are much deceived : For it is not , as they hold, a 
ſolution of Humours , bur rather a binding roge- 
ther of Corporal and: Subſtantial cvils , which by an 
ennatural accident doth torment the Hcart. Now 
for the hold which they take of the name of Foun- 
dring , as if it were drawn from the French Word 
Funds, figniftying melting, truly | think it was ra- 
ther the ignorance of our old Farricrs, which knew 
not how to intitle the Diſeaſe, than any coherence 
it hath with the name it bearcth: For mine own 
part, I am of opinien , that this Diſcaſe which we 
eall Foundring in the body , doth not only proceed 
from ' the' cauſes aforeſaid , bur alſo and mott oft ft 
by ſuddain waſhing Horſes in the Winecr-ſcaſon, 
when they are cxtreme fat and hot with inſtant Tra- 
wail, where the cold Vapour of the water ſtrikin 
into the Body, doth not only aſtoniſh the nw 
and vital parts, bur alſo freezeth vp the *kin, and 
maketh rhe 'Blood to loſe his office, Now the ſigns 
to perceive this Diſeaſe are, holding down of his 
Head, ftaring up of his Hair, Coughing, Staggcring be- 
hind, trembling after Water, diſlike of his Mcat, Lean- 
nels, Sciff going ,” Diſability to riſe when he is down : 
And to conclude, which is the chictell ſign ot-all orher, 
his Belly will be clung up to his Back, and his Back

an infirmity and {ickneſs of the inward parts; and 
this Diſcaſe is none other than an inſatiate and greedy 
cating, contrary to Nature and old Cuſtom , and for 
the moſt part, it followeth ſome extreme grear Empti- 
nes, or want of natural Food , the beaſt being even ar 
the pinch , and ready to be chap-faln, There be ſome . 
Farricrs which ſuppoſe that it- proceedeth from + 
ſome extreme Cold outwardly - taken by Travcl- 
ling in Cold and Barren places , as inthe-Froft and 
Snow , where the outward Cold maketh the ftomack- - 
cold, whereby-all the inward powers arc wcakned, -. 
The ſigns are only an alteration or change in the - 
Horſes feeding , having loſt all temperance , and 
ſnarching and chopping .at his Meat, as if he.would 
devour the Manger : 'ſhe Cure, according to the 0+ 
pinion of ſome Farriers , is, firſt to comfort his Sro- 
mack by givin him great flices of White bread 
toaſted ar the fare, and fieeped in Muckadine , -or elle - 
Bread untoaſted, and ſteeped in Wine, and then to 
let him drink VVheat-flower and Wine brewed toge-. 
ther, There-be others which ule to Knead ———

Of the Diſeaſes of the Liver in General, and firſt of the 
Inflammation theredf, 


þ porn is no queſtion but the Liver of a Horleis 
ſubjeRt.toas many Diſeaſes , as eicher the Liver 
.of a Man or avby other Creature , only through the 
ignorance of our common Farriers , ( who make all 
inward Diſcaſes one ſickneſs )) the true grounds and 
cauſes not being looked into , the infirmity is let 
paſs, and many times poyſoned with falſe potions; 
but true ir is, that the Liver ſometimes by the intem- 
perateneſs thereof , as being either too hot or too 
cold, r00 moiſt, or too dry , or ſometimes by means 
of evil Humours, as Choler, -or Flegm-over-flowing 
in the ſame, Heat ingendring Choler , and Coldnels 
Flegm , the Liver is ſubje& tro many ſickneſſes, and- is. 
diverſly pained, as by Inflammations, Apoſtuma- 
tion, or Ulcer, or by ObſtruRtions, Stoppings ., or 
hard Knobs : or laftly , by the Conſumption of the: 
whole ſubſtance thereof, The: figns ro 'know if the 
Diſcaſe proceed from Hot cauſes , is leanneſs. of: 
Body , the Icathing of Meat , voiding Dung 6 a 

ong 
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ſtrong Scent, great Thirſt, and looſeneſs of Belly, The 
ſigns ro know if the Diſcale proceed from Cold 
cauſes, is good ſtate of Body, appetite of Meat, dung 
not Stinking, no Thirſt , and the Belly neither looſe 
nor ' coſtive., Now to proceed to the particular 
Difcaſes of the Liver , and firſtof the Inflammation, 
you ſhall underſtand that ic -commeth by means 
that che Blood through the abundance, rhinnels, 
boyling heat, or ſharpneſs thereof , or through 
the Violence of ſome outward cauſe, breaketh out 
of the Veins, and floweth into the Body or Sub- 
ſtance of the Liver 53 and ſo being difpoſcſt off his 
proper Veſſels, dorimmediately putrifie, and is in- 
flamed , corrupting ſo muctr of the fleſhly ſubſtance 
of the Liver, as 1s either rouched or imbrued with 
the ſame , whence it commeth, that for the moſt 
part , the hollow fide of the Liver is firſt conſumed, 
yea , ſomerimes the full fide alfo : This Inflammation 
by a natural heat is ſometimes turned ro PutrrifaRi- 
on, and. then it is called an Apoſtumation : which 
when either by the ſtrength of Nature or Art, it doth 
break and run , then it is called an Ulcer, or filthy - 
ſore, Now the ſigns of an Inflammation on the 
hollow (ide of the Liver ( which is rhe leaſt hurtfull') is 
loathing of Meat, = Thirſt, looſenels of Belly, and 
a continual unwillingnes to lye on the lefr fide : 
but if the Inflammarton' be on the full (ide of the Li- 
ver, thenthe ſigns be ſhort Breathing, a- dry Cough, 
much Pain , when you handle the: Horſe about the 
Wind-p'pe, and an unwill-ngnels to lye on the right 
fide, The ſigns of Apoſtumarion is great hear; - long ,

caſion Death, Now for the Cure of theſe Inflamma- 
tions, ſome Farricrs uſe to rake a quart. of Ale, an 
Ounce of Myrrh, an Ounce . of :Frankincenſe., . and 
brewing them well together , give it the Hortc. divers 
mornings to drink. Others uſe ro: take three Ounces of 
the ſeeds of Smallage., and three - Ounces of Hylop,

rink; keep the Horſe warm , and let him neither 
. drink cold Water, . nor cat dry duſty Hay.

*Hefe Obfiruions or Stoppings. of a Horſes Li- 
ver , do come moſt commonly by Travelling or 


>+Labour-on a full tomack,, whereby the meat not 


being perfectly digeſted, breedeth groſs and rough 
Humours, which Humoors by the extremity of Travel, 


are violently driven into the ſmall Vcins , through 


which the Liver ought to receive good Nutriment,

pings. Now from theſe Obſtruftions, ( when they have 
continued any long time ') eſpecially if the Humoursbe

The ſigns of theſe Ob{lruQions or Stoppings , arc 
Heavineſs of Countcnance , - Diſtention or Swclling, 
oreat Dulneſs and Sloath in the: Horſe when he be- 
ginneth his Travail , and a ccntinual looking back 
to his ſhore Ribs , where remaineth his greateſt pain | 
and torment, Now the Cure there, is, to ſecth con- 
tinually in che ' water which he drinketh , Agrimony, 
Funitory , Camemil, Worm-waed, Licoras, Anniſeeas , 
Smallage , Parſley, Spiknard, Gentian, Succory , Endrue 
and Lupizs , the Yertues whereof are moſt comforta- 
ble.co the Liver. But foraſmuch as the moſt part of 
our Engliſh Farriers are very ſimple Smiths , whoſe 
Capacirtes arc unable to dive into theſe ſeveral dt- 
ſintions, and , that this Work (-or Maſter-picce ) 
5 intended for rhe weakeſt Brain whatſocyer ; You 
ſhall underſtand , that there be certain general 
ſigns to know when the Liver of a Horſe is grieved 
with any grict of what Nature or Condition ſoever 
t be; andſo likewiſe general Receits to Cure all the 
griefs , without diſtinguiſhing or knowing their 
Natures : You ſhall know then, if a Horſe have any 
grief or pain in his Liver by theſe ſigns. Firſt, by 
a loathing of his Meat 3 next, by the waſting of his 
Fleſh, drincſs of his Mouth, and roughneſs of his 
Tongue, and great ſwelling thereof , and refuling to 
lye on the fide grieved : And laftly, a continual look- 
ing backward. | 7 

Now the general Curcs ” the ſickneſs of rhe Li- 


vers 
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ver ,- is, according to the opinion of the antient Fars. 
ricrs, tO give the Hotle Aloes diflolved in ſweet Wine, 
for it both purgeth and comforterh the Liver, Others 
uſc to.give him to drink Ireos ftampt and mixt with, 
Wine and Water together, or inſtead of Ireos, to giye 
him Calamint, called of the Larins Polimonia. Others 
give Savcry with Oyl and Wine mixt together, 0+ 
- 188 uſe Liver-wort and Agrimony with Vine and 
Oyl. Others uſe comfortable Frictions., and to 
his Provender in-warm Water , and to mix with 
Provender a little Nimrum , not forgetting to let hin 
ſtand warm., and lye ſoft : But that which is gene 
rally praiſed above all Medicines, is , to give the 
Horſe a Woolfs Liver bcaten to powder, and 
mixt either with Vine, Water, Oyl , or any oth

£7 Now for a concluſion of this Chapter , if the Far 
riers $kill be ſo good. , that he can diſtinguiſh the 
Nature of each ſeveral infirmity about the Liver; 
then I would have him for to-underſtand , that for In 
flammations'( which are the firſt beginners of all Dib 
eaſes ) would be uted fimples that mollifie and diſperſe 
Humours, as be theſe, Linſeed, Fenugreck, -Camomi, 
Anniſceds, Mellilot, and ſuch like 3 ro which mollifying 
fimples, would be cvcr added ſome ſimples that att 
- aſtrigent or binding , as are thefe Red: Roſs leayes, 
Bramble leaves, Worm-wood, Plaintain, Myrth, 
Maſtick, Storaxy and ſuch like, Now for Apoſtumes, 
they are to be ripened and voided , and Ulcers muſt be 
cleanſed and ſcoured downward , either by Excrement 
or Urine , and therefore the uſe of ſuch fimples as pro-

from whence floweth the fulncſs and emprinels- of- the 
Bladder, and Stone io the Gall. And-theſe Obſtrucions 
do chance two leyeral wayes : Firſt, when the paſſage 
by which Choler ſhould paſs from the Liver unto the 
Bladder -of. the Gall , as unto his proper Receptacle, 
is ſtopped 3 and ſo the Bladder of the Gall remaineth 
empty : for you are to underſtand; 'that the Gall is 
none other thing than a long , ſlender, little greeniſh 
Bladder, fixed underneath the Liver , which dothre- 
ceive all the Cholcrick bitter moiſture , which would 
otherwiſe offend not only the Liver , but- the whole 
Body alſo. Now if the pafſageof this neceſſary Vel- . 
ſel be Kopped, there cannot chuſe bug follow manyin- 
firmities , as either Vomiting, the Laxe, the Bloody- 
flux, or the Yellows. ; 

Secondly , when the way whereby ſuch Choler 
ſhould iſſue forth" -of the Bladder of the Gall, down 
into the Guts and Excrements , is cloſed up," and ſo ſu- 
peraboundeth with roo much Choler ; trom whence 
Sees dulneſs of Spirit , Suffocatirig, Belching,

Thus you have ſeen, I dare wellaffirm » all the beſt 
pratices which are at this day known for this Diſ- 
caſe, and where they all fail , there is no hope of 
Cure , ( as the old Farriers affirm ) yet let me thus far 
further inform you , This Diſeaſe of the Yellows 
or agen » if the Keeper and Maſter be nota great 
deal the more skilfull and carefull , will Real upon 
you unawares , and ( as I have often ſeen ) when you 
are in the midſt of your Journey , remote and diſtant 
far from any Town that can give you ſuccour , it may 
be your Horſe will fall down under you ,” and if you 
ſhould ler him reſt till you ferch him ſnccour , queſti- 
onleſs he will be Dead, 

In this extremity you have no help , but to draw 
out a ſharp pointed Knife , Dagger , or Raplier for a 
need, and as near as you can , opening the Horſes

\ tion of the Fleth, which procccedeth from Sur- 
feits, ill Lodging, Labour, Colds, Heats, and ſuch 
like: you ſhall alſo now underſtand , that there is a» 
nother Drineſs or Conſumption of the fleſh , which 
hath no apparent cauſe or ground, and is called of Far- 
ricrs a Dropfic, or evil habit of the Body, which is moſt 
apparently ſeen, when the Horſe by diflike doth loſe 
his- true natural -Colour , and when Bayneſs turns to 
Dunneſs, Blackneſs tro Duxkiſhncſs, and Whutencſs 
w Athineſs , and when he loſcth his Spirix, Strength, 
and Alacrity. Now this commeth not from the want 
of Nutriment, but from the want of good Nutriment, 


- intharthe Blood is corrupted eirher with Flegm,. Cho- 


ler, or Melancholy, comming ( accordi g to the gpinion 
of our beſt Farricrs ) either from the Spleen, or the 
weakneſs of the- Stomack or Liver , cauſing naughty 
Digeſtion, . 

- Others/'think ir conumeth from Foul Feeding , - or 
much Idleneſs , bur for mine own part, a!beir I have 
had as much tryal of this Diſeaſe, as any one Man, 
and that it becommeth not me to centrole men of 
approved judgment 3- yet- this I dare averr, that 
[:never faw this Diſcaſe of che evil Habit , or. cvil 
Colouv'of the Body. ,- ſpring frem any -other grounds, 


| than either 'Diſorderly and Wild Riding., or from 


Hunger, or barrcn Woody Keeping, Berwixt 


For” 
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For the Dropſie being divided into three kinds, this 
is the firſt thereof, as namely , an univerſal ſwelling 
of the Body, but cſpecially the Leggs, through the a- 
bundance of water lying between the $kin and the 
fleſh. Theſecond, aſwelling in the covering or bot- 
tom of his Belly , as if the Horſe were with foal, 
which is only a watriſh Humour abiding berwixt the 
skin and the rim: And the third , a ſwelling in the 
ſame place: by rhe like Humour , abideth betwixe the 
great bag andthe Kell, | 
The common ſigns of this Diſcaſe , are ſhortneſs 
of Breath, ſwelling of che Body or Leggs, loſs of the 
Horſes natural Colour , no appetite unto Meat, and: 
a continual Thirſt 53 his Back, Buttocks, and Flank 
will be dry, and ſhrunk up to their Bones ; his 
Veins will be hid that-you cannot fee them , and 
wherclocver you ſhall preſs your finger any thing 
hard againſt his Body , there you ſhall leave the print 
behind you, and the fleſh will not riſe of a good 
ſpace after : when:he lycth down he will ſpread ons 
his Limbs, and not draw them round together , and 
his hair will ſhed with thg ſmalleſt rubbing. There | 
be other Farricrs which .make bur only ewo Dro 
ſies, thatis, a wet Droplie, and a windy Drogls 
bur being examined , they -are all one with t 
recited , have all the ſame Signs and the ſame Cure, 
which according to the- antient Farriers is -in this 
ſort; firſt, to let him be warm! covered with - many 
Cloaths, and either by Exerciſe , or_otherwile. drive 
him into a ſweat 3 then let his Back- and 'Body'be 
rubbed againſt the hair , and ler his Food beiter'the 
moſt pare , Cole-worts, Smallage., and Elming 
4: F Bough, 
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Bonghs, or whatlocver elſe will keep his Body 
ſoluble or provoke Urine : when you want this Food, 
let him cat Grafs , or Hay ſprinkled with water, 
and ſometimes you may give him a kind of Pulſe 
called Ciche, ftceped a day and a night in Warer, and 
then taken out and layd fo , as the Watermay drop 
away. 

There be other Farricrs which only would have 
the Horſe to drink Parſley ſtampr and mixt with Vine, 
or elſe the Root of the herb called Panax ſtampt and 
mixt with Wine, Now whercas ſome Farricrs adviſe 
to flit the Belly a handfull behind the Navel , that the 
Wind and Water may leiſurely iſfue forth , of minc 
own Knowledge , I know the' Cure to be moſt vile ; 
nor can ir be done, byt to the utter ſpoil. and Killing 
ofthe Horſe: for a Horſe is a Beat, and wanting know- 
ledge of his own good , will never be dreft but by 
Violence, and that Violence will bring down his Kell, 
ſoas it will never be recovered, Now for thele Drop- 
fies in the B:Ily, alchough 1 have ſhewed you the 
Signs and the Cures , yet they are Rare to be found,. 
and more Rare to be Cured ; but for the other Dropſie, 
which is the ſwelling of the Legs , and the loſs of the 
Colour of the hair, it is very ordinary andin hourly 


praftice : the beſt Cure whereof, that ever I found a- 


mongſt the Farriers, is this.

Now of the Bloody-flix they make 
divers kinds , for ſometimes the fat of the ſlimy filth 
which is avoided , is ſprinkled with a little Blood ; 
ſometimes the Excrements is watriſh Blood , like the 
Water wherein Bloody-fleſh hath been waſhed ; 
ſometimes Blood mixed with Melancholy , and 
ſometimes pure Blood : but all: theſe proceeding 
from one Head, which is the Exulceration of the Gut, 
they may all very well be helped by one Cure. Yet 
that you may know whether the Exulceration be in 
the inward ſmall Guts , or in the outward great Gut, 
you ſhall obſerve if the Matter and Blood be per- 
fealy  mixt together , then it is the inner ſmall: 
Gurs 3 but if rhey be not mixed, but- come out ſeve- 
rally , the Blood moſt commonly following the Mat- 
ter, then it 15 in the thick outward Guts, Now this 
Bloody-Flix commeth meſt commonly of ſome 


; 
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Food, or- unreaſonable Travel , which Humours being 
violently driven , and having paſſed through many 
Crooked and Narrow waycs, Co cleave to the Gurs, 
and with their hear and tharpncſs fret them and 
cauſe Exulcerations and grie\ous pain. Som: times 
this Bloody-flix may come trom extreme Cold, cx- 
treme Hear, or extreme Moiſtneſs,, or through the 
Violence of ſome extreme Scouring formerly given, 
wherein ſome poyſonous ſimple , as Stomony, Sti- 
bium, or ſuch like, may be applied in too great a 
quantity 3 or it may come from the weakneſs of the 
Liver, or other Members, which ſerve for Dige- 
ſion, The ſign of this Diſeaſe, is only the avoiding 
Blood with his Excrements , or Blood inſtead of Ex- 
crements: And .the Cure, according to the opinion 
of the anticnt Farriers , is to take Saffron one Ounce, 
of Myrrh two Ounces , of Southern-wood -rhree 
Ounces , of Parſley one Ounce, of Rue three Ounces, 
of Spittle-wort, and Hyſſop , of each two Ounces, of 
Caſha, which is like Cinamon, one Ounce, let all 
theſe be beaten into. fine powder , and mingled with 
Chalk and ſirong Vinegar wrought into a paſte, of 
which paſte make little Cakes., and dry them in the 
ſhadow , and being dried diflolve ſome of them in 
a pint and a half of Barley-milk, or for want there- 
of, in that juyce which is called Crimor Priſanc, and 
give it the Horſe to Drink : for it not only Curcth 
the Bloody-flix , bur being = with a quart of 
warm Water , it healeth all gricf and pain cither 
aw Belly or Bladder , which commeth for want of 
ing. 


Now for mibe own part , I have ever uſed for 23 
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tte Blcody-Flix, tut this Medicine only. Take of 


Red Wine three pints, half a handful} of the Herb 
called Burſa Paſtoris, or Shephcards purſe , and az 
much Tanners bark raken our of. the tat and cried, 
toyl them. in the Wine tull ſomewhat more th;an a pint 
be conſumed , and then, ſtraining it very hard, give it 
the Horſe luke-warm to drink ,, it you do add unto it 4 
little Cinamon it is ncrt- amiſs.

Orſcs ſometimes , by means cf the Difcaſe for- 
merly ſpoken of , which is the Bloody-Flix, and 
ſomctimes by a natural weakneſs in the inward Bow- 
els, comming through the Reſolution of rhe Muſ- 
cles, ſerving to draw up the Fundament , will many 
times have thcir Fundaments fall down in great 
length , Eoth tro the much pain to the Horſe, and 
reat leathſomeneſs ro the beholders, Now the re- 
olution or falling down , may come partly by 
over-much ftraining to Dung when a Horſe is coſtive, 
and partly by over-great moiſture, as ir happens in 
young Children : for, than a Horſe, no Creature haths 
moiſter Body. Now the ſigns are apparent, hanging 
down of the Fundament,. and the Cure. is this. Firſt; 
you ſball” look whether the Fundament be infla- 
med,. that is, whether jt be much ſweld or no. if ir-be

I find a fourthſort, which is of a middle fize , andax 
rcd and fiery, with thick, (k.ort, ſharp Heads , and are 
called poyſonous red Worms , and are of all other 
moſt poyſonous and dangerous , for they will aſcend 
up even to the throat of the Horſe, and will choakand 
kill him, and ſometimes they will eat through his ſto- 
mack, and1ſo confound him, 

Now for mine own part, I am of opinion , that 
the firſt which are Bots., are not bred in the Guts but 
in the Stomack only , becauſe having cut up many 
Horſes , I reyer could yet find anyone Bot in the 
Guts, yet great ſtore of both the other Worms, nor 
ever cut up the ſtcmack of a Horſe , but I foung 
great abundance of Bots, and neither of the other 


. Worms :, whence | am confidently opiniated , that 


Bots are cver bred in the Stemack , and both the 
other ſorts of Worms in the-Gurs ; Truth it is, that all 
three do proceed from one ſelf ſame cauſe, which 1s a 
Raw, Groſs, and Flegmatick matter , aptto puttt- 
faction, and ingendred by foul and naughty Fee- 
ding 5 and as they procced from one ſclf cauſe, fo 
have they all one Sign , and all one Cure, The figs 
.then are , the Horle will forſake his Meat, and not 
ſtand upon his Leggs , but wallow and tumble, and 
beat his Belly with his fect , and fometimes the 
pain will be ſo extreme, ' that he will beat his Head

Red-worms are wonderfull, for I have ſccn Horſes 
whoſe, ſttomack have bcen carcn qu'te chrough with 
them , ſo that the Mcat which they cat, could nor 
abide in their ftomack , bur fell upon the ſwallow 
ing into the Body , making the Body ſwell like a Tun, 
and{o have died with huge torment., Now the Cure

the fickneſs. of the Horſe carricth no great danger : 
For upon every flight occafion., -or {mall drinc(s. 
which is to be diflolved wich rhe moſt gentle Medi- 
cine, to adminiſter a Gliſter , 'were-to bring the Horſes 
body ro fuch an inzemperate Joglenels , as would 
prove much worle than the former contrary drineſs, 
Therefore I wiſh, every carefall Farrier { becavſe rhe 
body of a Horſe; would nor be rampered withall 100 
much by phyſick) firſt, in the = of -coſtivenels , 
or inflammation of the inward parts, to approve 
a Suppolitory ; as namely , the firſt preſcribed and ne- 
kd like a mans fiſt, or elſe like a roul or quantity 
Roch-Allome , or elſe four inches of a great 
tallow Candle or. Percher of -four in the pound 3 
which if it work «cffeQally, and ketp the Hotles

body ſoluble, then ro proceed no farther 3 but in caſe 
ir do not; bur that the offeaſive matter ſtill breederh 
and cncreafeth, then ro adminiſter a Gliſter ; and where 
that faileth to take away the offence, to adminiſter a 
Purgation. Now by the way , youare to take with 
you this general rule, and never to fail in the perfor- 
mance, which is, never to be adminifter cither Suppo- 
frory or Cliſter, bur firſt immediately before you give 
it, to Rake your Horſe, which Raking, is in this man- 
ner. Firſt , you ſhall annoint all your hand andamn 
over cither with Sallet Oyl, ſweer Butter, or freſh 
Greaſe , and then thruſt it into the Horſes Fundament, 
and draw outall the Dung, Flegm, and filthy mater 
that you can feel, even as high up as the great bag: 
Which done, then -either adminiſter your Suppoſirory. 
or Gliſter , which you pleaſe , at your leiſure ; and'th 
any caſe, whilſt the Horſe is thus in Phyſick, keep hum.

He natures and properties of Glifters are divers, 
] and therefore i Þ Ceteffiry that cvcry cc 
Farticr learn to know:-to what end they ſerye,,' and 
of what Drugs or Simples they ought to be. com- 
pounded-: For every Gliſter is to be made accordit 
to the Diſeaſe, Now of Gliſters , ſome are'to FE 
grichs, and to allay the ſharpneſs of 'the hurnours3 
Mme to bind, ſome to looſen , ard ſome'ro. purge, 
and ſome-to heal Ulkers, Theſe Gliſtcrs by clea Wl 
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the Guts , refrcfhthe Vital parts, and prepare the way 
before tor every iwvard and {frong Purgation, Thcre- 
fore, whenſocver a Horle, through groincfs of Ha- 
mours, corruption of Blood, crabundance of Flegm, 
Choler, or Melancholy , is brought unto that evil 
habit of body z that ot neceſfiry he mnt be purged, 
and that eſpecially his pain is in his'Guts and Bo- 
dy , you ſhall then, as before I ſaid (having made a 

ation of a Suppoſitory ) firſt of all adminiſter a 
Gliſter , leſt by Purging ſuddenly with any Purgation 
or Potion , you ſtir up a multitude of evil humours, 
which finding no paſſage downward ( becauſe the 
Guts being ſtopped with Wind and Dregs ) do ftrike 


npward, and {o perhaps put che Horſe into much grea-, 


ter danger. 

Nowfor the compoſition of Gliſters , you ſhall un» 
derſtand, that they be made of four things ; that is, 
of DecoRions, of Druggs, of Oyl, or ſuch like un- 
Quous matter , as Butter, or ſoft Greaſe, and fourthly 
of divers Salrs, to provoke the yertue Expulſive, A 
DecoRion is the broath of certain Herbs and Sime- 
ples boyled rogether in water , untill the third part 
be conſumed. Now ſometimes for want of fuch De- 
cogions, you may it you pleaſe , uſe ſome far Beet- 
broth, or the broth of a Sheeps head, or ſuch like , or 
Milk, or Whay , or ſome ſuch like liquor, mingled 
ſometimes either with Honey, or with Sugar , accor- 
diny tothe quality ofthe Diſeaſe ; the Glifter being 
either Lenitive, that is to ſay , eafing of pain : or Glue 
tinative , which is, joyning of things together : orelſe 
Abſterſive, which is, wiping away , or cleanſing of fil- 
thy matter. Now of this Decodtion, or Broath, be-

ing very clcan ftrained , you. thall never take above 
three pints at the moſt , and many times buta quartz 
into which you ſhall put ſuch Druggs as are need- 
full, exceeding not at the moſt , above three or four 
ounces, according as the Simples be more or leſs vio- 
lent : of the Oyl you ſhall never uſe in a Gliſter above 
halt a pint , and of Salt not above three or four 
Drams, You ſhall alſo continually adminiſter your 
Gliſter luke-warm , cithcr with ſome long Horn, ora 
large Gliſter-pipe made forthe purpoſe , and fixedrs 
the largeſt blagder you can-getz and this Gliſter-pipe 
is of all the beſt, and doth leaſt loſe labour. | When 
you do adminiſter a Glifter , you ſhall ſct the Horſes 
hinder parts ſomewhat higher then the foreparts, and 
then you ſball put the Gliſter-pipe in at his Tuel imo: 
his Fundament up to the head, and having the con-- 
feion within the Bladder, wring it. with a very. good 
ſtrength into his body. A Gliſter would be admini- 
ſired ro a Horle when he is rather empty than full 
paunched , whether it be in_ the fore-noon or aſter», 
noon,. Now for the retaining or-holdivg of the Gs 
ſter in the Horſes body , three quarters of an hours 
ſufficient , of what quality ſoeyer it be. Now: youare

Thentouching reſpe of the day, 
you ate to'vblerve, that day to be beſt thar is moſt 
temperate , fich roo much heat makerh a Horſe faint, 
and too much'cold doth hinder the Medicine from: - 
wcrking, A little regard is to be had in the Wind 
and Weather 5 for a moiſt: day with REY 
is to be preferred before a ' North-wind with a dry 
day.' Now the - beft hour of receiving any kind of 
Potion , isever in the morning ,/ after he hath faſted 
from meat and drink all the night before, As ſoon 
as your Horſe hath received any Pill or Potion , let 
him te walked or gent'y Ridden up and down one hour 
at the leaſt, and then'ſet up, and ſuffered to ſtand on 
the Bit' two hours after , well littered ang cloathed, 
and ſtopped.z bur if you perceive that he beginnerh 
to grow ſick. or ill ( as moſt commonly Horſes will ) 
then you ſhall ſuffer him to lye down, and as ſoog 
as his ſickneſs is*paſt, yon ſhall offer him' to acink 
a Maſh of Malt and water luke-Warm : from any orher 
meat keep him faſting till his' Medicine have done 
working. | BY 
Now to come to partfcular 'reccipts and Medl- 
cines themſclves, you ſhall eafily underſtand, that af- 
though the antient Fartiers do make but two kitds, 
that1s roſay , Pills and Purgations., yet I divide them 
. IMO 
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into t+rec, that is to ſay, Scourings, Pills, and Purga- 
tions. Scourings are thoſe wholeſome, natural , and 
gentle purging Medidines , which ſtirring up no grear 
Flux of humours , do onely keep the -body clean 
from ſuch evils as would ariſe and grow , being eve- 
ry way as wholeſome in health as in ſickneſs , and 
may moſt properly be termed Preparatives, or pre- 
parers of the body to entertgin more ſtronger Me- 
dicines. To ſpeak then firſt of the moſt gent!eſt 
and natnral ſcouring, it is onely Graſs being given 
tw a Horſe onely fifrecn dayes together , atid nomore, 
for after that -it fatteth and not ſcoureth, Nexr 
unto Graſs is Forrage , which is onely the blades of 

n: Corn, as Wheat, Rye, Barley , and ſuch 
ike, being given. ſeven dayes and no more,” Next 
is green Thiſtles, being; cut up, and giver the Horſe to 
cat the fpace ot five dayes and no more. And the 
laſt of this nature is the Maſh, made in this manner : 
take a peck of ground Malt, and put it into a Pail, 
then! take a Gallonand a halt of Water boyling® hor 
from the fire , and put it into the Malt ,” then with a 
faff,, maſh and ſtir them together at leſt half an 
hour , cill raſting the Watcr you feel ir as ſweet as 
Honey , then. being luke-warm , give it the Horſe-ro 
drink, All-thedſc ſcourings do- onely but cleanſe the 
Guts, and cool rhe Body, adding comforts 'to the ſpi- 
rits, and ingendring ſtrength, onely the Maſh is.to be 
uſed after labour , or inſtead of drinkin the rime

Thele two Scourings work upon no matter , but 
what nature is willifff to expel ; they Purge the Ste- 
mack, Hcad,, and Intrails, they kill all kind of Worn, 
and dry up Flegm. . Scourings of the ſtrongeſt namre 
arc to rake of Sallet Oyl halt a pint, and ot new Milk 


from the Cow a pint, brew it together, and give itthe 


Horſe Juke-warm : or elfe take a pint of Muskadine, 
and half a. pint of Saltet Oyl , and being mixr.cogerher, 
give itthe Hoxſe:to drink : Or clſe halt a pint of Oy, 
and a pint of Sack mixt together , .and given the Horle 
to drink luke-warm. | 
Theſe ſcourtngs cleanſe the Head , Body , 'and Guts 
of all Flegm or molten Greaſe , which any violent la- 
bour hath diflolved : they arc exceeding good for 
any manner of cold , or {toppings in the Wind-pies 
and if you add unto them good itore of Sugar-Can- 
dy , it will preſerve and keep the Horſe trom fick 
nels, Now for Pills , you hall very plainly under- 
and, that the firſt and caficſt arc theſe ,” either to 
take twenty Cloves of Garlick clean pild and 
bruiſcd , then a quarter of a pound of ſweer Butter, 
and fo roul up the Galick in four or five balls

| to the keeper cither of running or m___ Horſes; 
confiftech in the. raking away- from the Horfe his 
groſs glue and far , which-not- onely offenderh the 
vital parts , br alfo Roppeth up] the conduits and 
| veſſels of wind, and rhat it camot any way be done, 
but by ſcouring after exercife ; -your ſhall underſtand, 
| that the beſt of all ſcourings , which hath hitherto 
, been approved , is this, which T wilt here fer down : 
You ſhall take rwenty ' Raiſins of the Sun , and pick 
out the ſtones , and ren frggs,. which your (ball lic. 
in the midſt round-wife , boyl them in a-portle of 
running water till. che water be conſumed, and thick- 
ned : then take rhe powder of Licoras ,. Anniſecds, 
and. Sugar-candy- fintly ſearft , and mix it with the , 
Raiſins and Figgs, ftamping and working: them to- 
oecher rill' it: be brought- ro a Riff paſte, then ma- 
kg round balls chereof of a pretty bigneſs, . roul and 
cover them all over with ſweer Burter, and give 
[0 many of chem unto the Horſe as you (hall think 
meet for his ſtrength ; provided that the day before, 
you muſt give your Horſe ſuch cxerciſe as will be 
fare to melt his|greaſe , and. that immicdiarely before 
you: 
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you give him this Medicine , you allo warm him 


chro ughly, that the humors being again ſtirred up , the 
Medicine may work mote cffecually, 
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Off Neezing or Fumigation , and the uſe 
thereaf, 
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Here is yet alſo another manner of Purging of « 
Horſe, and eſpecially his Hcad , .and that 5, by 
forcing him to neeze or ſnort violently at- his Noſe, 
caſting forth all filchy and groſs matter , which. other- 
wiſe will offend and oppreſs the brain; and-this nee- 
zing is wrought ſometimes by fumes or ſmoaks, ſome- 
times by Powders , and ſometimes by Oyls, the Marp- 
mefs of which, ticklfng the tender and quick parts &f 
the Head , do compel this ſnorting and neezing; 
Surely there is no Purgation more wholeſome, for 88 
itcleanſeth and ſeparateth groſs matter , ſo it com- 
forteth and makcth ſtrong the Brain, Now te' come 
unto the particular Medicines which do procure this 
neczing , they be thele : ſquirt into a Horſes Noſſrils 
cicher Mans Urine which is old, or the Urine of an 
Ox which hath had-much reſt, and it will force a Hotle 
to rieeze , and is moſt wholefome for any Quotidial 
Fever. Take the -pawder of Gumdragant , Evens, 
and Damask Roſes well mixt together, and blow it

nite, and uncertain : Then hath he two main-great 
Sincws , which cxtending themſclves over both the 
Spade-bones, are divided into many branches , and 
run down into the' Fore-legs , even into the Cof- 
fins of the Hoofs, and Knit every Joynt faſt and ſub- 
ſtantially rogether > then hath he two other main 
Sinews, which comming through two holes to the 
great Columel or flat bones of the Hips or Huckle, 
do extend themlſclves ( being divided "into many 
branches }) down both the hinder Leggs, even within 
the Coffins of the Hoof alſo , and bind all theſe feve- 
ral Joynrs faſt and trongly rogether, Now laſtly, you 
ſhall underſtand, that from the ſetting on of the Hades. 
Neck, unto the flat Columel or Huckle-bone , doth 
extend one great broad Sinew of three inches broad, 
being of one onely thick and ſmooth ſubſtance, with- 
out any one Thred 'or Branch derived from it, . which 
not onely holdeth together the ſhoulder-blades , but 
alfo covercth all the Horſes C hine quire over, and this.

cate metal'd Horſes brouzhe to be Moon-cycd , when 
the Riders would not temper the freencls of their na- 
rures, but have given them leave to run into all _vio- 
lence, Now they be called Moon-cyes, bccaule if the 
Farrier do obſerve them, he ſhall perceive that at ſome 
tmes ofthe Moon the Horſe will ice very pretr:ly, and 
at ſome times of the Moon he will ſee nothing ar all. 
Now the ſigns hereof are , waen the Horſes cyes arc 
atthe beſt, they will look yellowiſh and dim, and whcn 
they are at the worit, they will look red, fiery, and 
angry.

Of the Camery, or Frounre, 


'He Camery, or Frounce in Horſes, arc ſmall 
319 Pimples, or Warts in the midſt of the palat of 
the mouth above, and they are ſofr and ſore, To will 
alſo ſomctimes breed both in his Tongue and in his 
Lips : it proceedeth ſometimes from the cating of fro- 
zen grals, or by drawing frozcu duſt with the-grals in- 
to their mouths : ſometimes by cating of moiſt hay, 
that Rats or other Vermine have pift upon , and fome- 
times by licking up of venom. The ſigns are , -the ap- 
=_ ſceing of the pimples, or whelks, and a for- 
aking of his tood , both through the ſorcneſs of them, 
and through che unſavourineſs and rankneſs -of the 
food that he hath catcn before, 

The Cure .( according to the opinion of the-oldeſt 2 
Farriers ) 1s, firſt ro.let him blood in the two greateſt 
veins under his tongue , - and then watlh all the fore 
places with Vinegar and Salt : Then ger the Horſe 
new bread, which is not hot , and give it him to 
eat , and the Horſe will do well cnovugh, Bur 
take heed you give but a ſmall quantity of ſuch 
bread for fcar of Surfeit, which is both apt and dange- 
rous. | 
V 3 Others 
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Others. uſe w.th a hot Iron to burn the pimples on 
the head,. and then waſh them with Wine and Salt, or 
Ale and Salt untill chey bleed, and they will ſoon heal,. 
Othcr- Farriers uſe to take our his tongue, and to prick 
the veins thereof in ſeven or cight places, and likewiſe 
under his uppcr Lip alſo, and let h'm bleed well : then: 
rub evcry ſore place with Salt well : then the next day 
waſh all the ſore places with white Wine warm , or 
elſe wich ſtrong Vinegar , and rub it again with Salt :: 
then for wo or three dayes Ict the Horſe drink no cold- 
watcr, and he will do well. 


CHAP. XXXIV, 
Of the Canker tn the mouth, 


Canker is ſaid of the ancient Farriers to be no+ 

thing but the rawneſs of the mouth and tongue, 
which 1s full of very ſore bliſters , from whence will 
run a very hot and ſharp lye, which will fret and 
corrode , or rot the fleſh whereſoever it goeth, The 
ſigns are , the apparent fight of rhe ſore, beſides the 
forſaking. of his meat , becauſe he cannot ſwallow 
it down , bur lets ir lye half chewed between his: 
jaws, and ſometimes when he hath chewed his meat, 
he will thruſt it out of his mouth again , and his 
breath will ſavour very- ſtrongly , chiefly when he s 
faſting. 

This diſeaſe proceedeth ofteſt from ſome unnarmd- 
heat coming from the ſtomack ,. and ſometimes from 
the venomof filthy food, 

The Cure is (. as the oldeſt Farriers inſiruR vs ) |

to take cf Allom half a pound , of Honey a quartcr 
of a pint, of Collumbine leaves, of Sage, of cach a 
handfull , boyl all rhcſe rogerher in three pints of 
running Warcr, until one pint be conſumed , and 
waſh all the ſore places therewith , ſo as they may 
bleed , and do thus once every day untill it be whole. 
Other Farricrs uſe firſt ro caſt the Horle , and vvith a 
roling pinn to open his mourch , then vvith a crooked 
lron vvrapt about vvith Tovv or Flax , to take out all 
the ſtinking graſs , or other meat that lyeth in his 
javvs, and under the root of his tongue : then vvhen

ven daycs wvith vvarm Maſhes and hot _ ; 
but in no vviſe vvith any hay , and he vvill ſoon be 
whole. 

Other Farricrs uſe to take of the juyce of Daffodil 
roots ſeven dramas , of the juyce of Hounds-tongue 
33 much, of Vinegar as much, of Allom one ounce : 
mix theſe vvell rogether , and vva(h the Canker there- 
with once a day untill it be vvhole, Others ule to take 
of Savin, of Bay-Salt, and of Rue, of cach like quan- 
tity, and ſtamp them together vvith as much Barrovvs 
rcale, and annoint the ſore places therevvith unti!! 
the Cankcr be killed , vvhich you may knovy by the 
whiteneſs , and then healing it up only vvith Allom 
water, 
Others uſe firſt to vvaſh the Canker ill it bleed

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with warm: Vincgar , to take a good quantity of Al- 
lom beaten into very fine powder , - and to mix it with 
firong Vincgar till it be as thick as a Salve : then to 
annoint all. the ſore places therewith ,. and' do nor fail 
thus to do twice or-thrice a day untill. he Canker be 
whole.

found for this Sorrance , is , to take of Ginger andof 
Allom, of cach like quantity, made into vcry fine pow- 
der : -then with ſtrong Vincgar:to mix them together 
till they be very thick like a Salve, then when you haye 
waſht the Cankcr clean , either with Allom water, or 
with Vinegar, annoint it with this Salve, and in twice 
or thrice drcfling, the Canker. will. be killed, and aker 
it will heal ſpeedily. 


CHAP. XXXV. 
Of -heat tn the mouth and lips of a Horſe... 


He unnatural and violent heat which aſcendeth 

up from the ſtomack into the mouth , doth not 
alwayes breed a Canker , but ſometimes only heateth 
and inflameth the mouth and lips , making them only 
{well and burn, fo as the Horſe can take no joy inhis 
food , btit through the gricf refuſeth his meat. The 
cure thereof is, firſt to turn up his upperhp, or-thar 
which is moſt ſwclled , and with a- Lancer jagge-ir 
lighely, ſothut it may bleed , and then waſh both thaty 
and ajl his mouth andxongue with Viricgar and Salt. 
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CHAP. XXXVI. 


Of the Tongughetng hurt with the bit, or 


erwiſe, 


F the tongue of a Horſe be either hurt, cur, or galled 

by any accident or miſchance whatſoever , the beſt 
Qure is ( as the oldeſt Farricrs ſuppoſe ) rotake of Eng- 
liſh honey , and of ſalt Eard, of -cach like quantity , a 
little unſleckt Lime, and a little of the powder of Pep- 
per ; -boyl them ona ſoft fire , andſtir them well roge- 
cher till. they be thick like unto an Oyntment : then + 
waſh the Wound with white Wine warmed : afer 
that, annoint the wound with the ſaid oyntment twice 
aday, and by no means let the- Horle wear any bir t 11 
he be whole. 

Other Farriers uſc firſt ro waſh the fore with Allom 
water, and: then to take the leaves of a black bramble, 
and: to chop; them” together {mall with a Jiitle Lard ; 
that done , to bind it with a little clout, making it - 
round like a ball : Then having dipped the round end 
in honey, to rub the tongue therewith-once a day un» 
til it be who'e, 


CHAP: XXXVII. 


Of the Barbes or Pappes undernettÞ a 
Horſes tongue. 


He Barbes are two little paps which naturally 
do grow under every Horſes rongue wharlo- 
ever , in the nether jaws : yer if at any time they 
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or by the ovcr-flow of humours become to be inflamed, 
then they are a Sorrance , and with the cxtremity of 
their pain , they hinder the ce from feeding. The 
cure of them is , both accordWrco the opinion of the 
ancient and late Farricrs, abſolutely to clip them away 
wich a pair of ſhears cloſe to the jaw, and thento waſh 
the ſore cither with water and falt, or clſe with Tartar 
and ſtrong vinegar mixt together, or clſe with vinegar 
and falr. Any of all which will heal.chem. 


CHAP. XXXVIIIT, 


Of the pain tu a Horſes teeth, of woolfs teeth, 
and jau-teeth, 


A Horſe may have pain in his teeth through di- 
vers occaſions , as partly by the deſcent of gpols 
humours _ head down _ the __ and 
umms , whi@ 15 very proper to Colts an 

Horſes » and- plainly S de ſcen by the ck 
ſwelling of the gumms ; and alſo he may have pain 
in his cecth, by having two cxtraordinary tecth, cal- 
Jed the Wooltfs tceth, which be two little teeth 
growing in the upper jaws , next unto the great 
grinding rectly, which are (o- painfull ro the Horſe, 
chat he cannok. indure to chaw his meat , but is fot- 
ced cithcr to ler. it fall our of his mouth , or elſe to 
keep it ſtill half chewed, Again , a Horſe will have 
a great pain in his teeth , when his upper jaw- 
xcetrh be ſo farr grown , as they over-hang 

nether. jaw tceth z and rherevvith alſo be ſo ſhaty, 
as in. moving his javys , they cut. and raze ny 
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ſides of his checks , even as they were razed with a 
Knife, Laſtly , a Horſe may have great pain in- his 
weth, when cicher by corruption of blood, ori fome 
other natural weakne(s,, the Horſes teeth grovy looſe 
and fore, in ſuch manner , that chrough the tenderneſs 
thereof , he is not able to chavv or grind his food. 
Novv for. the ſeveral Cures of theſe infirmities, you: 
ſhall underſtand, that firſt as touching the general pain 
n a Horſes teeth , vvhich do come by means of the 
diſtillation of humours , ir is thought fir by: the ancicn- 
teſt Farriers , firſt ro rub all the outſide of the Horſes 
gumms vvith fine Chalk and ſtrong. Vinegar vvell mixr 
togerher, 

Other ancient Farricrs ufe after they-have 1o vvaſh- 
& the gumms , to ſtrovy upon them the povvder of 
Pomegranate Pills, and to cover the temples of the 
head vvich the plaiſter of Pirch, Rozen, and Maſtick 
molten together , as hath bcen before ſufficiently de- 


clared. 


Novy for: the Cure of Woolts tceth , or the javy- 
xecth { according to the opinion of the ancient Far- 
riers ) itis thus. Firſt, cauſe the Horfes head to be 
ted up high to ſome poſt or rafter , and his mouth 
tobe opened vvith a coard ſo vvide, that you may cafily: 
ſee every part thereof :- Then take an inſtrument 
of Iron , made in all points like unto a Carpenters 
Gouge, and vvith your lefr hand fer the edge of the 
tool at the foot of the VWoolts tecth ,-on the out- 
fide of the javv , turning .the hollovy fide of the tool” 
dovvnvvards, holding your hand ſteadily , ſo as the 
tool may not ſlip nor ſvverve from the aforeſaid

THe Crick inthe neck of the Horſe, is, when he 
-&- cannot turn his neck any way , but holds it ſtill 
rhe forth, in ſo much that he cannot bow down- 
his head to trke up his meat frem the ground , bur 
with exceeding great painz and ſurely ir is a kind of 
convulſion- of the finews , which proceedeth from col 
cauſes , - of which we have ſpoken very ſufficiently 
before : It alſo proccederh ſometimes from over- 
heavy burthens that be laid upon a Horſes ſhoulders, 
or by over-much drying up of. the finews of the 
neck, The Cure thereot , according to - the opinion 
o& the ancicnt Farricrs , is, firſt to thruſt a ſharp hor 
Iron through the flcſh+ of the neck in -five ſeveral 
places , - every- one diſtant from -the other three in- 
ches, ( bur in any caſe beware of touching any finewy, ) 
then rowel all the aforc-ſaid places cichcr with Horſe 
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and annoynt the rowels with Hoggs greaſe , and the | 


neck will foon be reſtored. Others ulc if | the crick 
cauſcth the Horſe to hold his neck ſtraight, forward,

Orher Far- 
riets uſe firſt tro anroint the place with the Oyl of Ca- 
momile warmed , and then to lay upon ir a little | hay 
wet in cold water, and bind it about witha cloath, re- 
tewing it every day for the ſpace of a week ," ro fee , 
whether it will grow toa head, or elſe vaniſh away;: if _

he Cure , . according to the praQiice of ſome 
Farrier*, is, to take a pound of ' Nerve oyl , 2 
pound of black Sope , and half a pound, of Boars 
greaſe molten, and boyl them. all well rogether, -

then ſtrain it and let it cool, then annoint your Horſes 
leggs therewich, being made luke-warm again, and 
then keep his leggs clean from duſt, Orher Farricrs 
uſero bathe his leggs in Butter and Beer, or in Viccgar 
and Buttcr , ſome with Sheeps-foor oyl, ſome with 
Neats-foot oyl, ſome with Train-oyl , andfome with 
Piſs and !alt-petcr boyled rogerher, of all whichy Piſs.and 
Salr-petcr is the beſt ; and atter any ſuch bathing , you 
muſt roule up the Horſes kggs with hay ropes wet in 
cold watcr, even from the Paſtorn to the kne e, but in any 
wiſe not rco ſtraight, for fear of doing hurt , ſo let him

Now other Farricrs ſomewhat more curious, uſe for

. Horſe is ſaid to be foundred of his feet, when he 

.hach ſuch a.numbneſs, and pricking or. tingling 

within his hoofs, that he hath neither ſence nor fceli 
of his feet, bur is in all reſpe&s like a man , that by 
hard or- crooked fitting hath both his feer aſleep ( a 
we call ir ) during. which paſſion we know we can 
neither well go nor ſtand , and even fo it farcth witha 
Horſe in this caſe , for the courſe of the blood being 
ſtopped , thoſe ObſtruRions cauſerh this torment, It 
commeth moſt commonly when a Horſe is very fa, 
and hath his greaſe molren within him, and then ſud- 
dainly cooled by taking his Saddle off too ſoon, or by 
Ranging ſtill in the cold unſtirred > or clſe by lenting 
him ſtand in ſome ſhallow-water little higher than tus 
feer-lock, 

A. Horſe alſo may be foundred by. wearing firaight 
and wunealie ſhoves, eſpecially in the Summer 
—_, when a Horſe travcllcth upon the hard 

ound. 

The ſigns to know it, is, the Horſe goeth crouching, 
and drawing all his four feet within the compals al 
of a peck, and will ſtand fo fearfully as though he ſtood 
upon needles. 

Now you ſhall underſtand, that a Horſe will 
ſometimes be only foundred of his fore-feet, and 
not: of his hinder , which you ſhall know in that the 
Horſe will. tread only upon his hinder fect. , and

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not on his fore-feet, and go as though his bur-

proper for this ſorrance. Firſt , you ſhall ſhave away:

He Ring bone is a ſorrance , which appeateth a- 
T bove upon the/Cronet of the hoof, being a certain 
hard griftle growing ſometimes round abour the 'ſame, 
It proceederth as ſome Farriers hold opinion , either 
from ſome blow of another Horſe, or by ftriking the 
Horſes footagainſt ſome ftub or ſtone, or ſuch like ac- 
cident : Bur ſurely I hold thar it alſo proceedeth from 
ſome imperteRion in nature , for as much as I have 
ſeen many foals foaled with Ring bones on their feet ; 
Theſe Ring bones do breed a viſcous and flimy humour, 
which reſorting tothe bones that are of their own na- 
ture cold and dry , waxeth hard , and cleavethto ſome 
bone, and ſo in procels of rinie becommeth a bone, The 
ſigns of the ſorrance are , the apparent ſight of the ſor- 
rance, being higher than any part of the Cronet, the 
ſtaring of the hair, and the halting of che Horſe. 

' Thecure, according to ancient Farriers , is, firſtto 
{carific 'the skin abeve the Ring bone with a Lancet ; 
then take a great Onyon and pick out the 'core 3 then 

pur into 'ir. Verdigreaſe- and unſleckt lime , then cover 
the hoke, and'toalt the Onyon ſoft, then bruiſc it in a 

| | EE 3 morter, 
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morter , and {o very hor lay it to the ring bone : do 
thus four dayes together ,, and it will cure ar. Others 
of the 0!d Farriers uſe firſt ro waſh the ſorrance with 
warm water, and ſuave away the hair : then ſcarific 
it lightly with the point of a Razor, fo as the blood 
may iſſue forth : then dreſs tt with Cantharides and 
Euforbium, in ſuch ſort as have been raught for the 
ſplent , uſing him, and curing him after the ſame

The cure., according tothe -opinion of the old Far- 
riers, is, to roaft a couple of Eggs exceeding hard, and 
then in the very violence of their heat, to burſt them 
in the Hotlſes fect, and then pour hot boyling Sallet oy! 
alſo amongſt them, and ſo ſtop the ſhooe up cloſe with 
a piece of leather , and two croſs ſplents of wood, and 
do thus thrice in one fortnight, and it will help 
him, 

Other of the ancient Farriets take off the Hor- 
ſes ſhooes, and pare hin as little as may be ;- and if 
the ſhooes be nor eaſic , that is to ſay, long, large, 
and hollow enough, then make them fo , and tac

Retrait is, when a Horſe by the ill government of 

the Smith, is pricked in the foot with ſome ill 

driven nail , "yet in ſuch ſort, that it is immediate! 
eſpied , and. the nail drawn back again 3 and al- 
- though .it proceedeth ofteſt from the negligence of 
the eoich , yer it may alſo come by reaſon of the 
weakneſs of the nail, and the hollownels of the 
ſhank : for when the nail is a lutle too weak, the 
point many times bendeth awry into the quick, 
when it ſhould go right forth 3 and when it is hob 
low, it ſhivereth 1n the driving into two parts, where- 
of one part razcth the quick in pulling out, or elſe per- 
haps breaketh aſunder, and ſo remaineth Riill behind, 
And this kind of pricking is the worſt of all other , 
becauſe it will —__ worlt, in as much as the flaw 
cankereth , and remaineth {till in the foot, - The ſigns 
hereof are 5 Firſt, the apparent ſhrinking and firug- 
ing of the Horſe, ſo ſoon as. the quick is touched 5 
and next is much halting : Laſtly , youſhall ſearch his

General Otſervations for the Feet ard Hoofs

Oraſmuch as the Feet.and Hoofs of a Horſe ate the 

only Inſtruments of labour, and that, a ſmall grict 
in -that part deprives a man of the benefit and uſe of 
the reſt ; I think it not amils before I ſpzak of the par- 
ticular diſeaſes of the Hoofs, to ſhew you ſome general 
notes and obſervations which you ſhall obſerve for the 
| Fiy , benefit 
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bencfir of rhe fecr. Know then, thar firſt ir 15 mect, that 
you kr your ſhoocs betore be rather ſhort than too 
long, with ſtrong Spunges, but no cawkins, and YOur 
rail> to have ſpccral gcad head... 

Ler your ſhoces behind have no cawkin on the 
our-fide 3 bur if he emer-fear , kr rhe cawk n be on 
the inſide, to make him caſt outward , and let the 
inſide of that fide inward have a welt an inch deep, 
or be twice as thick as the out-fide : bur if all this 
help not his cntcr-fearing , then bring him unto an 
Amble ;- bur if he will not amble, burn him with 
a hot Iron between the Leggs, that the ſorenchs 
thereof may make him go wide behind, which is 
an ordinary pratice amoneſt the Italians and French- 
men, - 

Ler your. ſhooes be made of Iron rhat will not 
break , of which our Engliſh is the beſt, rhe Spaniſh 
next, and the Dank worſt, Ler them allo be light, 
yctlo, as they may be able to bear the burthen of the 
Hoſe, being breader ar the tces, than art the cawkins 
or {pungcs. 

Ler your cawkins be ſhorr, and blunt at the points, 
2nd your ſpr nges long and thick. 

Let your ſhooe - be full as frait as the Horn of 
the Hoot, ſo far as the Nails go ,. and from the 
two hecl nails backward, let the ſhove be brog- 
der than the hoof , that the fluuce may be without the 
horn, 

xx Give unto every ſhooe nine _nails',. on cach fide 
four, and one in the tiddeſt , and let the ſhanks cf 
the nails be very flat and thin , that if the hoof be

bs your cawkins fit a itraws breadth behind the 
corner of thc coffin, and let your nail head enter into 
the ſhooc, «ſpecially on the outfide, and by all means 
hollow your ſhooe fo little as poſſible you can, 

Pare vcry little or nothing at all from the ' heel 
of a Horſe : yet open his hcels as ſufficiently as may 
be , becauſe cver the heel muſt be thick, and the toe 
thinn. 

In fair wayes pare the ſole thin, bur in Froſt, or tony 
waycs, pare as little as may be. 

To conclude, when the hoof is higher on the out- 
fide chan on the inſide, it will make a Horſe enter-fear, 
and when it is higher on the inſide , it will makea 
Horſe ſtraddle, ſo that a fair ſmooth table is of all moſt 
convenient. After travel, ever ſtop the infide of the 
hoot with Cows dung, and rub the out-fide and the 
Cronet with the ſward of fat Bacon : for that will 


keep a tough, ſmooth, anda ſound hoof. As your nails 


have firong heads, ſo let them have thin ſhanks, for 


that will beſt prevent hurting, and keep the ſhooe cloſe 
aarorhe hook. F f

Hoof is ſaid to be looſened when- there is a diſſo- 

lution or parting of the horn or Coftn of the Hoof 
from the flcſh , art the ſerting on of the Croner, Now = 
if this diſſolution. or parting be round about the Cros- - 
nct, then it proceedeth by. means of ſome foundring;

- The ſigns of: the 
diſcaſe be theſe : VWhen-iv is loofened by toundring, 
rhen it will break firſt,. and. the diffolution- will-appear 
on the fore-part of tae Croner,. right againft the toe, 
becauſe the humour: doth covet alwayes to deſcend 
rowards the toe;;3; bur- if it proceed from pricking, 


gravelling, or {uch like; thin the Hoof will looſen 


round abour equally, cven at the firſt 3 but when it 
proceeds from ſome Quitter-bone, or hurt tpon' 
the cronet , then the hook will break right-abour the 
place that is offended, and moſt commonly will gono 
furthcr, 

Now the cure , according to the opinion of the 
ancicnt Farricrs, is. of whar cauſe ſoever the looſe- 
ning-procced , firſt, tobe ſure ro open the hoof in 
the ſole of the foot, ſo as the humour may have free 
paſſage downward ; and then to bind about the top

Kuc,- and half a- handfull of red Mints, and half an 
handfull of Southern-wood ,- and bray all thcſe toge- 
ther in a morter : then add half a pound Burier, and 
apenny-worth of Virgins wax 3 then melt chem all ro- 
gether over: the fire, untill it come roa thick pla ſtcr or 
falve : then ſpread ſome of ir upon a cloarh, and lay ir 
tothe ſore, renewing it once a day for ſeven dayes, and 
it will heal it, 

Ochetrs uſe to take the brains of ' a Swine, or a 
Pig , ahd to ſtop his hoof” very well therewith three 
dayes rogerhcr', renewing 1t' twice or thrice a day, and 
it will grow faſt, and endure as well , or rather ber- 
ter than evcr it did. Other Farricrs uſe to cur'our the 
ſole below, Itting it'bleed well z- aftcr: ſtop ir with: 
hurds dipt in the whites of Epgos : tye thisto 4 ewen- 
ty. four hours, then waſh it with ſirong Vinegar 
warm, after fill it with Tartar and Salt, of cacha like 
quantity, Ict that remain in-two dayesz then annount 
it with che oyntment made of Olibanum, Maſtick,. 
pitch of Greece, of cach alike, and a: little Sauguis 
Draconis, and of new Wax and Shceeps fuer as 'much

ſting the hoof , * continuing ſo to do every day once 
unti} he begin to amend 3 and let him ke-ridden upon 
ſome foft ground an hour or two every day once 
for the ſpace of a monethz and if he go nor wellat 
the moneths end , then take off rhe halt 1hooes, and 
pare all the ſoles, fruſhes and all ſo chinn, thar you 
may fee the dew come forth, and tack on a whdle 
ſhooe, ad ſtop all rhe foor within with Hoggs greaſe 
and bran golten together , and laid very hor to the *

good , then take ayvay the fole: clean, and clap on a- 
whole ſhooe , and ſtop the foot with Nettles and Salr 
brayed together 3. yet ſtop it not too hard, to the intent 
the ſole may have liberty to riſe , and let this be re- 
newed every day once till the ſole be grown again ; 
and let him be ſhod with Lunets, and ſo ſent tograls. 
Other Farriers uſe onely to raze the hook from the 
Cronet to the verge of the hoof in four or five places, 
and rub ir twice or thrice a-day with Salt, and thar 
will open the hoof, Others uſe onely to open the 
Horſe exceeding.much at. the heels once a week, and to 
ſhooe him with very wide open fliooes, and then for a 
month or two to draw him in ſome Cart ,. that, being 
forced to ſer his foor hard to the ground , he may 
thereby ſtretch forth and widen his hoof.

gcther in a gj(h, and. put thereto the hires of rhree 
Egvs, and tempcr them all together 3-* and with a 
lirtle, Tow dipp<d therein ſtop all the foot, ang elpe- 
ctally the Fruth , andſpicnt it in ſoas it may not fall 
out, 1enewing it once a day the ſpace of ſeven dayts, 
and ccrtainly it will cure him.

The ſigns are , the Horſes leggs will ever be moſt 
ſwoln when he ſtandeth fill in the houſe, and leaſt 
when he is in: travel, cſpecially if ke travel in much 
watcr 3. and the ſwelling moſt commonly is accompas 
nied with ſome ſmall ſcabs, and in the  cnd it will 
break our into the ſcratches. The cure , according, 
te the opinion of the ancient Farriers, is,, to draw 
him with a: hor Iron a handfull above the knee ,. and 
then rope his kggs with a ſoft rope of hay wet in 
cold Water, and let it ſo remain a- day and a night, 
and it. will take away all the ſwelling... Other: Farricrs 
take rwo pound of Nerve oyl, two pound of black 
Sope, a pound of Boars greaſe , and melt and boyl 
all theſe well togethcr': then train ir, and ſo let it 
cool 3. then when you have any+ need,. annoint and 
chafe your Horſes leggs therewith, and to make it fink 
in the better , annoint hin firſt with Nerve oyl, and 
hold a- kot Iron. againſt his leggs to make it mclt, y 
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uſe the other oyntment in the ſame manner , which 
done, keep his leggs clean from duſt by lapping a linnen' 
rowler about them. | | . 
Others of our latter Farricrs uſe to take upthe' veins 
bencath the knee, and let him bleed well :  rhen'Enit 
the vein both above and below, and then annoint his 
leggs with this oyntment: Take of Frankincenſce, Ro- 
zen, and freſh greaſe, of cacha like quantity ; and ha- 
ving boyled chem well together, then ſtrain it, and uſe 
it once a day as you ſhall have occaſion, and it will heal 
any Gourge whatſoever z only for the taking up of che 
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veins, youmay if you will forbear it, ſich, if it be nor 

done with great cunning, it will make the Horſe ſtiff 
ever after, Sce further in the new Additions, for any

FE with a Fleam prick the {weld parts, then take a 2 
pint of Wine lees, an ounce of Comin-ſeeds, and a 
handfull or more of Whear-flower, and boy! them till 
they be thick , then apply this pulrus very hot to the 
{weld part, and renew it but once in 24. hours, and if 
this in two or three daies draw it to an head ,, then 
launce it, and heal it either with a plaiſter of Shoo- 
makers Varx, or elſe with the yolk of an Egg, Wheat- 
flower and Honey beaten together to a ſalve, 

But if ir do not draw to any head, and yet the 
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ſwelling continue , then take - of Pitch a quarter of a 
pound, . and as much Virgins wax, of Rozen half a 
ppuad,.. of the juyce of _ half: an ounce, of 
_. Galbanum. half-. an. ounce, of Myrrh | ſecondary . half 
a. pound, ot. Bdelium: Arabicum halt an ounce, of 
Deers ſue half a pound, of Popylion half an ounce, 
of the_ drops. of: Storax-. halt an ounce ,. boyl all 
theſe rogerher in an Earthen pot , and after jt isco0- 
led, take of Birumen half a.-pound, of Armoniack 
an ounce and a half, and of Coſtus. as- much,  bear- 
theſe into fine powder , and .then -incorporate them: 
with the other , and boyl them all over again: 
which done , pour the whole mixture into cold Wa- 
ter, and then rowl it. into ſeveral.roles, plaiſter-wiſe ; 
after ſpread this plaiſter upon ſheeps Leather ; and.

gall.

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cleareſt fountain Water that you can get, and 
fomerimes ler the Horle ſtand in ſome cold running 
fiream the ſpace of a quarter of an hour' or more;

He Farcy ( of our ignorant Smiths called the+ 
T Faſhions ) is of all ourward Sorrances the vileſt, 
the moſt poyſonous, infeftious , and the moſt dange-- 
rous, ( being any whit negleed ) or otherwiſe the moſt 
caficlt, . and: with the leaſt coſt or trouble to be hel-+- 
ped, tr is a kindof creeping Ulcer, growing in knots, 
ever following along ſome one vein. or other, - 
and' fomctimes alongtt divers or ſundry Veins , ac-*- 
cording: to the firengrtr of the infetion,- It 'procee- 
deth ſomerimes from corrupt blood ingendred inf ' 
the body , ſometimes from outward wounds or hurts 
received by cankerous or poyſonous inſtruments, as* 
ruſty Spurs, ruſty Forks, biting of Doggs or Horſes, 
biting of Ticks, Hoggs lice, or ſuch like 3 ſometimes 
by the rubbing-of- Swine -againk the leggs of the-- 

; Horſe, + 
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Horſe, gr by lying in the litter where Swine hae lain, 
or by enter-fcaring, or hewing one leg upon another z 
bur generally it proceedeth = an cvill habit- of 
the body , being ſurfeired by diſorderly and unry 
Travel, whcreby the blood being heated, the grea 
melted, 'and ſudden cold taken , there groweth ſuch 
obſtruQions in the blood , and ſuch putrataRtion in 
the body, that ir can no way evacuate, or. avoid, 
bur by theſe ſmall Knors, Puſtules, or Ulcers, which 
are ſo infeftious , that as many Horſcs as do gnaw or 
gnap upon the. Horſe: infeted , will within one 
moncth have the ſame diſcaſe : or if the Horſe inle- 
&&ed, de bite any other, he will infe&t him alſo; and 
chis infetion withour preſent Curg is mortal , and 
will kill any Horſe : therefore, whenſoever you have 
any Horſe troubled with - this ſorrance , ſce that yo 
{cparate him from other Horſes to prevent the 

br, 

Now for the ſigns, they are the appearance and pal- 
pable feeling of the Knots, which knots are never but 
accompanied with great ſwellings and rancklings, 
Tvnning along as the veins run, and dividing them- 
{clvcs as ihe branches of the vein divide, the number 
of the knots multiplying and increaſing untill che body 
be wnivcrſally covered over , or clſe that the member 
C if it be in a member ) be utterly deformed and mi- 

apen. 

Now the cure, { according to the opinion of the 
ancient Farriers ) is, firſt let him blood on the 
vein, and on both his ſpurr veins, then give 
Horſe this drink : Take a gallon of water, and put 
into it a good handful of Rue, and a jun 

" Hemp 
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Hemp-ſeed , both being firſt bruiſed in a morter, they 


boyl chem in water till the one- half be conſumed , 
and give the Horſe this to drink in the morning faſting 
being cold, for divers mornings together , and ir wil 
cure him. 

Others of the ancient Farriers uſe firſt to let the 
Horſe blood 'in that vein: where the forrance firſt ri- 
ſeth, as nigh the ſore places as may be ,, and let him 
bleed well : then fire or cauterize every knot one by 
one , taking the knot in your lefe hand, and pulling 
it ſo hard as you can from his body, to the intenr 

u may the bctter pierce the knot with the round 
blunt hot Iron, of the bigneſs of a mans fore-finger, 
without doing the body any hurr, and ler the mar- 
ter out, leaving none unburned being little er much : 
That done ,. annoint every knot ſo burned with Hoggs 
greaſe warmed every day once untill the cores be 
ready to fallz. and in the mean time, prepare a good 


quantity of old Urine , and: when' you fee the cores 


ready to fall, then boyl the Urine, and put therein a: 
lictle Copperas and Salt, anda few ſtrong. Nettles, and 
with that water being warm waſh onr all the cores, . 
and all the corruption - that done, fill every hole im- 
mediately with the powder of- unſleckr Lime,. conti- 
ung thus to do every day once untill che holes be 
cloſed up 3; and if any be more ranker than others, 
fill choſe with Verdigreaſe 3 and _ this curc,. lcr 
the Horſe be thinly dyered, that is to ſay, with (traw 
and 'watcr only , unleſs it be -now-and 'rhen -to give 
him a loaf of bread ', or a- lirele 'other Provender : 
for the lower he is kept in flefh , -the ſooner he will 
heal; and in any- wiſe let his neck either be yoaked 


in , 
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in.an old bottomleſs pail, , or elſe ſplentcd with 
faves in ſuch ſort , - that he may nor:come. to .lick 
any of his ſores, and the lefs reſt he hath, the ber- 
'tcr will be his amendment, Now there be other 
latter Farricrs, which for the ſorrance take a goad 
uvantiry ..of Miſtletho,; Honey. and black Sope, and 
yi them very well. in 'old Urine , and being very 
warm, wa(h your Horſe aN. over therewith, - every 
day once for the ſpace..of five or ſix dayes.,- .and it 
will helpir. Orthers-uſe.to cur the Horfe two inches 
long .down the fore-head , and; open it in the midſt 
-thcrcof on both ſides ewo inches , and pur thereto a 
rampin made of the inner rind of Elder bark 
which is green , and look that it lye croſs the cut; 
for (o jt will acſtroy all the venemous humour .in, his 
body , aud it will heal, him very pertc@ly, , -having 
been very oft approved. Others ule to take - a very 
ſharp bodkin , and: ro:thruſt it croſs-wiſe through 
the nether part of the Horſes noſe, cven throngh the 
ſmall griſtle, ſo that he may bleed well ; orelſetokt 
him blood in the neck-vein, then feel the knots, and 
as 'many as are ſoft, launce them, and ler them run, 
then take ſtrong Lyc, Lime, and Allom, and ming 
.thcm well rogether, bathe all the ſore therewith, and 
it will cure him. 

437 Orthers take. a. ſharp lance Knife, and in the top 
the Horlcs forc-head ſomewhat above his eyes, make 
a long ſlit even unto hisskul 5 then with a blunt inftrv- 
ment tor that, purpoſe , looſe the fleſh from the. la 
a good compals, then take carrot roors cut into li 
thin round picces., and put them between the Skin 


and thc $kul, or, for want of carrot roots , you maf 
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mke red Dock roots, and ſce that they be a Little bearen 
or bruiſed before yon put them in , and once a day ſee 
that you thruſt” oue-rche marcer, but by no mcans thruſt 
our the tovrs :* bnt if the roors donor tay in, then wich 
ancedle and filk ſtirch the wound together that ir may 
hold in' the medicine 3 then once a day anroint the 
wound "with freſh Butter : - This is held a very certain 
cure for the Farcy, - for look how this wound made rhus 
ſhall rot, waſt, and grow ſound,, ſoſhall the Sorratice 
break, dry up, and-be healed ;- only the faulr of this 
cure, 15, that it will be ſomewhat long in-healing, and is 
afoul eye-fore untillirbe whole. 

Now there be-other Farriers , -which, after the put- 
ting in of roots, as is afore-ſaid ,-ufe ro burn all the 
ſore place round abour with a- hor Iron 5-- and then 
with another blunt hoe Iron as big as a- mans finger, 
to burn the fores in the midft till che white marter 
come forth, then with a pair of pinfons pluck our 
the knots : this done, annoint all. che fore places with 
Sope ,” and then dreſs him no more the- ſpace of four

Others uſe firlt 
to waſh the {orcs with old Urine, | then take the pow- 
der of Glaſs, Brimſtone and Hoggs greaſe well ſtam- 
ped and beaten .together , then opening, or {litting 
the knots, annointt all therewith, and it will cure 
them immediately, Orher Farriers uſe ro: let the 
Horſe blood, if it be at the beginning of the diſcaſe, or 
Elſe not ; 'and then to burn all. the knors as is afore- 
ſaid , and then. to., heal the burnings: with Tar, / Oy! 
and Honcy muxt together, and give hini with a pint 
of Malmicy, wo or. three ſpoonfull of the powder 
Diapente : or.cl{e give him four ounces of the pop: 
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dcr of Wal-wort,, or Dan-wort, with a pintand half 
of Malmſcy three dayes together : afrer char: rake an: 
ounce of Aloes, one ounce of Centuary, one ounce of 
Opoponax, beat them all into fine powder, and.give 
them him.to drink in a pine and half of Malmſcy 
warmed,  whercin the roots of the afore-ſaid herb cal- 
Ied Wal-wort, or Dan-wort, have'been ſodden : uſe 
to Ride him oft untill he ſwear, and when the Diſcaſe 
is killed, turn him togra(s : for running in the open air

There be others, which take black Sope, Arfnick,, 2 
unflecke Lime, Verdigrealc, and Red Lead,, work all \ 
theſe well together, and opening the knors, dreſs 
them therewith ti] you {ce them begin to dry up and 
dye, Others open the knors with a hot Iron, and then 
take black Sope, and great Bay Salt beaten rogether, 
and balf ſo.much as of them, of Verdigreaſe, ard boyl 
the Verdigreaſe with freſh greaſe, and then take a 
ſaucerfull of Muſtard, and put them all .cogether, and 
drels the ſores.therewith. 

There be others that take three ounces of Quick- 
ſilver, and put ir into a bladder, witch two ſpoonfull 
of the, juyce of Oranges or Lemons, and ſhake them 
together to cool the | quick-ſilver : +then take half a 
pound .of freſh Hoggs greaſe, and of Verdigreaſe an 
ounce z put all theſe 1n a trend diſh, and work them 
well together .: Thcn annoint the knors with this 
Oyntment till chey rgt : hen let them our with a 
ſharp Knife, and: annoint them ſtill, and pur into his 
ears the juyce cf Rag weed, and the ſores will dry up. 
This medicine is very well ' approved. Others take 
black Sope, Muſtard mic of Wine Vincgar, and red 
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lead ;-, mix all theſe rogerher, and annoint the vein . 
all along, holding a' hot Lron' cloſe to the ſore, 'ro-make 
che  oynrment ſirike-in., and do thus once 'a day un- 
till the ſores dry up. Other- Farriers take of the juyce 
of hemlock a good quantity, and dipping tow therein, . 
op his cars/ therewith; then open all: the” knots an 
thruſt. in ſalc.' '' Laſtly, 'give' him to drink' ſweer Wort : 
mixt with Fennel and Treacle, - Other Farricts take 
the butter Bur , and being dryed and beaten to pow- 
der, firew it upon the knots after they have been open- 
cd; and then give him two or three ſpoonfull of the 
ſame powder with a pint of Malmley to drink, andit 
will. cure the Farcy and it is alſo exceeding good for 
all manner of Ulcers ;-the'rocr is ſtrong in ſmell, and 
bitter in taſte. at, 
Orhers take Sulphur, Orpiment, unfleckt Lime, and 
mixing them together, put ir into the Knots, and it 
will kill the Farcy : ' which done, annoint him with 
Bole-arnony made- into -powder , and incorporated 
with firong Vinegar, the juyce of ' Houſleck', and of 
white Lecks, and Solatro. - Other Farriers after they 
have let the Horfe blood, will boyl in Vinegar, Bean-

hath becn approved to be very good , yet theſe two 
which I will now rehearſe, I have ever found to be

adry. Farcy, a wet or watry Farcy, ora running Far- 
cy, all being indeed bur one Farcy , and proceeding 
from one caule z only ſome Horſes not having ſuch 
flux of humours in them as others have, the Knors will 
be unwilling to break, and then they fay it is a dry 
Farcy : . others of the contrary part will break as faſt 
as the Knots ariſe, and run filthy matter , and then 


they call it a watery Farcy : Others will ſpread in ma- 


ny parts of the body, yet not break, bur as ir wcre 
move betwixtthe $skin and the flcſh , but chat they call 
a runaing Farcy. 

Now all theſe are but one Farcy, and have but 


one certain Cure , which is this, Firſt, with dili- 2 


gent heed mark upon what principal vein of the 
Horſes body the Knots do ariſe , and note how they 
ſpread and run, then it che Farcy be divided into ſun- 
dry branches, according as-the vein doth divide , you 
ſhall take the laſt knor of every branch, which for the 
moſt part will be hard , and not come to rottenncfs ; 
and then ſlit them, and fall chem with your Knives 
point full of white Mercury : then thoſe which you 
find to be rotten , ler the marter forth, and annoint 
them with black Sope and mercury mixr together ; 
then within a day ot two you ſhall ſee thoſe which you 
dreſs with Mercury ſimple , ro have their chores fall 
-outz and the reſt which you dreſs with black Sope, 

Hh-2 will 
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will dry up :. then annoint . th&m all with freſh Butter 


molten. till. they be whole. Now it-you perceive any 
new .knors to ariſe ,. then you;ſhall dreſs them likes 
wiſe with Mcrcury ſimple, as.was ſaid before, and not 
leave any ugcured, . Now it the.Farcy be not very cons 
ragious, buras it were newly begun.,.. then if you on: 
Iy rake black Sope and Mercury, as before ſaid, and 
annointing your finger and your thumb therewith, 
do. bur nip and bruiſe every. knot, and within two or 
three dayes aftcr they will dry up and heal. Burif the 
Farcy be foul and deſperate, thar is to ſay, cither uni» 
vcrſally.ſpread over the body , - or fo gotten into any 
limb or mcmber, that. the limb is deformed, and hath 
loſt. his proportion, ſo that a. man can neither judge 
which way .the veins run,. nor in what part the knots 
are moſt venemous, . becauſe that healing one, two new 
ones will ariſc ; |

A Canker is a poylonous creeping Ulcer , fretting 
and gnawing the flcſh in great breadth, whole be- 
ginning 15 knotty, not much unlike tothe - Farcy, and 
lpreadeth- it :{eK into divers places z and being cxul- 
.ccrated , gathereth together ar the length into one 
Wound or filthy ſore , from whence there runneth a 
thin ſharp lye , which galleth off the $kin whercloe- 
ver it goes, and ſo both tncreaſerth the Ulcer, and-ma- 
keth it more incurable. It proceedeth from 'Melan- 
choly and filthy blood, ingendred <cither -by rankneſs 
of keeping, or elſe by too extreme poverty; and if 
this naughty blood be-mixr wirh ſharp and falr hu- 
-mours, then it cauſerh more painfull and grievous ex- 
ulceration. It alſo may proceed from ſome loathlome 
Wound, which is neither clean kept nor well dreſt, 
bur in ſuch ſort, that the corrupt matter thereof poy- 
{oneth the other clean parts of the body, For fti9ns 
.ot the Sorrance, there needeth no more bur the de- 
(cription already mentioned, And for the :cure , ac- 


cording to the opinion of the ancicnt Farricrs, it is, firſt 2 


to lct the Horſe blood in thoſe veins which are next 
payne and make himbleed well ; then rake o Allom 
halt a pound, © of green Copperas as much, of white 
 Copperas one quartern, and a good handfull of Salr,

boyl. all theſe things together in fair running water, 
from a pottle toa quart :. and this water being warm,

once untill the Canker leave ſpreading abroad. And 
if it leave ſpreading, and thar-you fee the rank fleſh 
is vvell mortified, . and that the edges begin to gather 
askin, then after the waſhing dreſs it vvith Lime, . as 
before, continuing ſo to do untill ir be whole ; 'and in 
the dreſſing, ſuffer.no filth that comes our of the ſore. 
to remain upon any vvhole place about, bot vvipe it 
clean away, or elfe vvaſh it away vvith vvarm vvater: 
and let the Horſe during this cure, be as thinly dyeted 
as may be, and throughly exerciſed, Now if this can- 
kerous Ulcer happen to be in the tail of a Horſe, asit 
is often ſeen, and vvhich you ſhall perceive as vvell b 
the falling away of the hairs, as alſo by the rota

quantity , and melting them rogerher, and ſtraining 
chem, make a plaiſter thereof, and lay it to the impo- 
ſtume without removing : and it will bothripen, break, 
and heal any impoſtume.

Cure 3 becauſe thcy do netther per- 
fly acquaint themiclues. with che members of a 
Horic, nor have {0 much mvcntion 1n thus extromity, 
co make a Horle, being an unreaſonable creature, tg 
[fer like a reaſonable puſon z and a!ſo in that the old 
traditions in Horſe-lcach craft aflirm, that all fra&ures 
above the Knce arc incurable; and ſo deſpairing, they 
ceaſe to make pratice. But they are much deceived: 
tor ncither th fracture above the knee, nor the fracture 
bclow the knce , is more incurable in a Horle than 
man, if the Farricr can teil how to keep the Hotle 
trom ftrugling or rormenting the member grieved. 

If therclore your Horle have any bone broken, 
which is moſt cafic to be diſcerned by the deprivatr 
on of the uſe of that member, and as caſie to be ich 
by the ſeparation of the bones, the one part belng 
higker than the orher , beſides the roughneſs ans 
inequaliry of the place gricved : you ſhall then or

do uttcrly diſable rhe member , or breed Cramps os 
Convulſions 3 except it be when you diſ-mcmber or 
cur away any joynt : As when. you do make Curtal*, 
eld Horſes, or ſuch like : and then your Cautery, is to 
be uſed only to ſcar the Veins, Sinews, and Eigaments , 
tl ſuch time that you are perfely affired that all flux 
of bloo< i» topped whatſocyer. 

Now again, the adual Cautery bindeth togerher 
partes lookened , it doth atrenuare things blown , 
and puffed up, i drieth up ſuperfluous moiſture, 
t both looſeneth, diſperſed, and dividerh cvil mat- 
ter gathered together into knots , it aſſwageth old 
pricts, ir re@ifieth thoſe parts of the body thar

ed either in fAicſhly Excreſctons, to cauſe Exulceratt- 
ons, or elſe in Impoſtumes, to open ſmall paſſages tor 
the matter ; ſome are made hke hooks or {ickles, 
and they are to be uſed where the Wound is crook- 
- ed, for the burning out of dead fleſh, or ſuch like 
hidden evils, which cannct be rcacht by any ſtraight 
inſtruments. : Others arc made  cicher with great 
Burtons, or little Buttons at the end , and they. are 
uled to open Impoſtumes , or elle ro burn into 
the ſound fleſh , where you intend co make any 
new ſore or iſſue for the drawing or keeping back 
1 of. other evil humours. And. in making of theſe 
lrons, the Farriers own judgement is to be of grear 
1 valuc, becauſe he muſt either increaſe and diminiſh 
them according to the manner of the place grieved z 
and be {ure that he ever make them fit for his righe 
by purpoſe. 
Now for the uſe of theſe Inſtruments , there are 
two principal things to be regarded : Firſt, the heat- 


" ing of the Iron, and next, the true temper, or bearing 
1- the Farriers hand. 
0 Touching the heating of the Iron , - you ſhall un- 


M m derſtand, 
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derftand , that the back of the Iron -mult never be fo 
hor as the 'edge, thar-is to ſay, you muſt never 'make 
the back of the Iren' red hor," for fear- that' thereby' it 
yield roo much heat, 'and'conſequently breed inflam- 
mation : therefore, whenſoever you fee'the back of 
your Iron as hot as the edge, you ſhall a little cool ir 
with water, + | 

- Now: for the temper, -6r bearing of your hand, you 
ſhall underſtand', that the more evenly, and light it 1s 
done, {o- much the better tr-15- done 3 and herein is to 
be conſidered , the finencſs or thickneſs of the Hors 
fes skin, which'youſhallknow moſt commonly by his 
hair :' for-if it be ſhort, and fine, then the skin is thin + 
if ir be long and rongh, then 1$ his <kin thick and boy- 


Kgerous, 


Now the- skin chat i fine ,. muſt be Cautcrized. 
or ſcared with a very-light-hand, in as -much as the 
Skin is ſo ſoon pcireed through , and ' rhe thick 
$kin with a heavy hand, and borh of them with 
fuch a' rempered hand , that the $skin muſt no 
more. but-look.ycllow : wherein you- ſhall ever find, 
that the fine'skin ' will ſooner look yellbw than' the 
thick $kin-, the main- rcaſon' being , becauſe the 
thickneſs and roughneſs of the hair of rhe: rhick 
$kin doth cool and choak the heat of the Iron, (it! fo 
much, that if it be nor laid to with a more heavy hand, 
and the Inſtrument ſo much the more and the ofener 
heated, it-cannot work that cffe& which in Art ſhould 
do. 

Now .yow ſhall alfo oblerve-, that in-drawing of 
any Line or other Cavterize whatſoever -, | that you 
ever draw 'wicth- the hair; * and never -agaitit © the

Of Cauterize by Medictne, which is Canterize 
Potential. 


He potential: Cauterize, or ſcaring of the fleſttby: 

Medicine, is, (. as I ſaid before ) when the Med» 
cines are cither- Corroſive, Putrifative, or Cauſtick : 
Corrofive , as when they do corrode, rot, gnaw, and 
frer the fleſh ; PutritaQive, when they do corrupt the 
complexion of the member, and do induce a-main Skar 
like dead fleſh,. cauſing infinite pain ,. in-ſuch ſort, that 
they are often accompanied with Fevers and mort- - 
lity, and therefore are not-ro be adminiſtred, but to 
firong bodies,. and in very. ſtrong diſcaſes 3 and Caus 
ſtick, which is as much to ſay as burning , when. the 
operation is ſo ſtrong., thar it-inclineth , and-commeth 
neareſt tothe nature of fire, and ſo burnerh and conſu- 
meth whatſoever 1t toucherth. 

Now tshcſe Potential Camerizes do exceed and 
excell one another by certain degrees; as thus : the 
Corrolives--are. weaker than the Purrifa&ives, and the 
PutrifaRives are weaker than the Cauſticks ;; the Cor- 
rolives work upon the upper. part in the ſoft fleftt, the 
PutrifaRives in.the depth. af - the hard. fleſh, - and-the 
Caufticks have power to break $kin ſound or unſound, 
borh in hard and ſoft fleſh , and that very deeply 
allo. 

Now of Corrofives ,. ſome be ſimple, and ſome be 
epmpound : the fimple Corrofives are Roch-allom, 
baent or unburnt , the. Spunge of. the RG 

t 
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burnt, Lime, red Curral,« and the powder of Mercuty, 
the ſhavings of an Ox or Hart-horn, Precipitate, Ver- 
digreaſe, and ſuch like, The compound Corrofives 
are, black Sape and Lime, Unguentum Apoſtolorum, 
and Unguentum Egyptiacum , and Unguentum Cara- 
ceum, and many ſuch. like : and theſe areto be appli- 
ed unto Sores,” Ulcers, or Excreſcions, after they are 
Corroded. 

The PurrifaQives are Arſnick , cither white or yel- 
low, Reſalgar, or any medicine -compounded with any 
of them z beſides, Sandaracha, Chrylocolla; and Acqs 
nitum. | 

Now if you. would have your PurtrifaQtive medi 
cines to be Cauſtive, that is, breeding a great Skar, and 
hot in-the fourth degree : then they are unflecke Lime, 
and the burned dreggs of Vine 3: and thele are eo be 
uſed to Carbuncles, Cankers, and Amburies, - 

The Cauſtick medicines are thole which are made 
of ſtrong Lye, called Capitcllunr, or Magiſtra,. of Vitri- 
ole Romane, Sal-niter, Aqua-fortis, Apium, Cantha- 
rides, Ciclamine, Onions, ſtrong Garlick, Melanacar- 
_ , the ſtones or grains of Briony , and many ſuch 
tke, . 

Now in concluſion , I would wiſh every diligent 
Farrier, ſeldome or never to uſe cicher Arſnick, Reſal» 
gar, or Mercury ſublimate, ſimply of themſelves, bur 
rather to allay them -( if the ſubſtance whereon they 
are to work be very great.-) with Unguentum Apoſto- 
lorum; bur if it be very little, chen with Hoggs greaſe, 
Turpentine, or ſuch like, And thus much for ithis po- 
tential Caurerizing, and the proper ules.

T” He Rowelling of Horſes,+ is, among(t our jgno- 
| rant-and trmple” Smiths \,.- the molt _— and 
general practice of all orher whatſocver, inſomnch rhar 
not any Diſcafe can almoſt be found about a Horle, 
cicher how. light or great ſoever ir be , bur preſently 
without, any:reafon or ſence therefore, they will Rowet 
him for the ſame 3 whereby they not only. put the 
Horſe to a needic(s rorment, bur alfo bring down ( now 
and then ) ſuch a flux of naughty humours, that rhey 
lame the Horſe , which othcrwifſe would be perfectly 
ſound, But it is not: my-Theam re diſpure's- thefe ig- 
norances z only this I maſt fay of Rowelling,” it isa 
praice- as neccflary and commendable *for the good 
eſtare of a_ Horſes Limbs, and Fody, as any medicine 
whaglgevcr. ;.ſo ir.be applied in hisdue tine, and in his 
due place : ' otberwife' on the conrraty: pate, it is cons; 
trary\to all goodngefs, | 
The helps which are got by Rowelling, are 
theſe ,. _ it ſeparaterh and diflolveth all evil humodnirs, . - 
which either: through - Natutal or ' Unnatural cor-* 
ryptions, are; gathered and knit togerher itr any one 
place, hindring the office of any member, or defor- 
ming the body by any foperfluiry of evil ſubſtance ; 
ir lopfeneth. thoſe. parts which are-bound, and bindeth 
thole - parts,* that are . Weakned 3 it giveth ſtrength 
unto fick .joynts, and comforteth whatſoever is 
oppreſſed with any cold flegm , or hot cholerick 
ANT | ſubſtance: | 
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ſubſtance : the general uſe of Rowelling , is either 
for inward ſtrains, eſpecially abour the ſhoulders 
or hips, - or elſe for great hard ſwellings , which will 
not be. mollifked or corroded by any outward medi- 
cine, which' 45 either Plaiſter or Unguent : for you 
ſhall underſtand, that -when a :Horle rcceiverh any 
firain or bruiſe, - ether in the upper joynts of his 
ſhoulders, or: tits -hips, which joynts do nor ſtand one 
upon another, ' as the lower *joyhrs do , bur they go 
one into another, as the one end of rhe Marrow- 
bone . into the pet of 'the Spade-bone, and the other 
end intoirhe por of the Elbow , which is a double 
bones | Now as I fay-,- when a bruiſe is received in 
theſe: parts 5 if by' preſent application of hor and 
comfortable medicines, the' gricf be not taken a- 
way , then efr-ſoons there gathers between the pot 
a the :bone, a © certain bruiſed jelly , which conti- 
nually offending the cender Griftle which covers rhe 
ends of every bone, makes the Horſe to halt vehement- 
ly : and then is this corrupt matter not to be taken a- 
way by any outward medicine, bur by Rowelling on- 
ly : and as I ſpeak of - the ſhonKder, fo I fprak of rhe 
hips alſo , where the upper thigh-bone gocth into-the 
pot of the cannel-bone, and there breeds the' like infir- 
mity. Now for the manner of Rowelling, ' it is in this 
ſort.; Firſt , when-you have found our the cerrain 
place of »the: Horſes grief, as' whether it'be on the 
fore-pitch of the ſhoulder , on the hinder Elbow,” or 
on the Hipp , then you'fhall ( having caſt the Horſe 
upon ſome Dung-hill, -or fotr ground ) make a little 
{lit more than. a goethandfull below the place of his 
grict. .chrough- 'the:!skin, ard no more , ' ſo bigg 
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as you may well thruſt in a Swans quill into the ſame : 
then with your Cronet raiſe the kin a little from the 
fleſh, and then pur in your quill, and blow all the «kin 
from the fleſh upward, even to the top, and all over 
the ſhoulder : then ſtopping the hole with your fin- 
ger and your thumb , take a {mall Hazel flick, and all 
to bear the blown place all over.; and then with 
your hand ſpread the Wind into: every part, and af- 
xer let it go : then take a tampin of Horſe hair 
twouad together , or which is better, of red Sarcinet, 
half the bigneſs of a mans little finger , and aboye 
a foor or {ixteen inches in length , putting, ic into 
your Rowelling needle , which. would be ar the leaſt 
ſeven or eight taches long 3 thruſt it in ar the firſt 
hole, and ſo putting it. upward, draw ir out again 
ar leaſt {ix inches above 3. and then, if you pleaſe, 
you may. put in another above that, : and then rye the 
wo ends of the tampins or  rowels together j/ and 
move and draw them to and fro in the $skin, in a- 
ny wiſe not forgetting , both before you pur 
them in, and Fry day after they. are in, to an- 
paint. them well with Butter, Heggs greaſe, or Oyl de 
Bay. . 


& Now: there be other Farriers, which. in that they 


are opiniared, that theſe long rowels, cr tampins of 
hair or filk , do make both -a double ſore, and a.

part of an old thooe, witha round hole in

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eween the flcſh and the skin , and lo as the hole of -the 
Rowel may anſwer juſt with the hole that is made in 


| the Horſes skin 3 and then-once in two orthree daycs 
to cleanſe the Rowel, and roannoint it, and ſopur it in 
again. 


| Other Farriers do ufe ro make the Rowel of Lam 
| thorn-horn, in the ſame fafhion as is made of Lea- 
ther, and in like ſort to uſe ir. Bur for mine own 
part, 1 have uſed them all, and truly in my practice 
find not any better-than other : only the Leather or 
the Horn is ſomewhat more cleanly, and lefs of-

. Now if youdo Rowel your Hotfe for any ſwelling, 
then you ſhall ever pur in your long Rowel the ſame

. Now for;:the flate-of the:Moon , the fitteſt rime 
is cycr when-the Moon is i0-the Vance : as touch 
ing the manner of - Gelding, it is in this ſort , whe- 
ther it be a Foal, Colt, or Horſe : Firſt , you ſhall 
caſt him eicher upon ſtraw, or upon ſome-dungtull : 
then -taking the : ſtone berween your ftore-moſt fiv- 
ger, and your great finger , you ſhall with a veryfine 
inciſion Knife ip the Cod, ſo that you may pres 
the ſtone forth, and no more : Then with a pait 
of ſmall Nippers , made cicher of Steel, Box-wood, 
or Braſil, being very ſmooth, and clap the firings of 
the ſtone berwcen them, very near unto the fet- 
ting on of the ſtone , ana preſs them ſo hard, that 
there may be no flux of blood : then with a thinn 
drawing Cauterizing Iron made red hot , ſcat a-

Far another ( to my knowledge. ) many 
good . Horſes do continually remain .lame 
and unfic'for ſervice, or cle do utterly-pe- 
riſh for want of underſtanding their diſeaſes, 
and the particular cures thereof; Therefore 
as wiſe Phyſicians do conſult together when 
they meet with a ſick Patient , fo I adviſe 
both Gentlemen and Farriers to. compare 
their judgements together, whereby the 
Beaſt may be ſaved ,. the'Gentlemen and Far- 
riers gain credit, and el Ap Xperience and 
knowledge in the, mayty*E@aſcs of Horſes be 
much bettered, ©
